HENRY JOHN ATKINSON WANTS TO 
SUCCEED SPEAKER PELL.

What His Boston Constituents Think of 
Their Member of Paliament—Chauncey 
Depew and Mr. Vanderbilt Sail From 
Athens—The Canadian Scandals Dis- 
cussed by the London Press—Tenny- 
son’s Birthday—Current Social and 
Theatrical Gossip. 


Lonpon, Aug. 8.—Charles H. Cramp, who 
has spent three weeks in visiting the great 
naval yardsin England, gave a dinner this 
week to the officers of the admiralty, who af- 
forded him the facilities of inspection. In 
discussing the result of his observations with 
the Post-D1sPaTCH correspondent Mr. Cramp 
said: There is no money wasted on 
fancy work in building British war yessels. 
Everything not absolutely necessary is ex- 
cluded from the ontfit and equipment of these 
ships. The constructors know what they 
want, and do not bother with doubtful pos- 
sibilities as we do in America. There 
is a good deal of difference 
in the cost of war ships here and at home. 
The excessive cost of our ships is altogether 
due to superfiuities in the way of outfit and 
equipment, and also to the severe 
exactions of useless inspection ot 
the quality of materials. 4 de- 
tween America and England, there is 
very little difference in the cost of the 
merchant marine vessels, such as those of 
the Inman and White Star Lines, but in naval 
architecture Engiand is far ahead of America 
and of every other nation in the world.’’ 

Another prominent American who is doing 
Europe, Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, with Mr. 
Vanderbilt, left Athens to-day by steamer for 
Venice. They have journeyed through Tur- 
key and Greece, and will remain a week in 
Venice, after which Mr. Depew goes to Ham- 
burg, where he will be joined by Mrs. Depew, 
who has remained in London during his ab- 
sence. 


SPEAKER PELL’S NEMESIS. 


THE BURNING DESIRE OF A MEMBER OF PAR- 
LIAMENT—LONDON TOPICS. 

Lowpow, Aug. 8.—The Hon. Henry 
John Atkinson, M. P., for Boston, is now 
known as Pell’s nemesis. He declares that 
he will never rest until he has taken the 
Speaker’s place in Parliament, not in the 
chair. Atkinson is a harmless tellow enough 
with a swollen head, or rather a 
head that was swollen. He wanted his 
constituents to know he was in Parlia- 
ment, so he made all sorts of frivolus 
motions, and asked all sorts of frivolous 
questions. The House got tired of him and 
the Speaker metaphorically sat on him. 
Atkinson then charged the Speaker with 
abuse of authority. Atkinson did not mean 
anything in this. He thought it would read 
well in Boston, thatis, the English original 
Boston, which he represents. The House 
thereupon siezed the opportunity to give 
cranks a lesson by expelling Atkinson for one 
week. When he went home to Boston he 
found that a good many of his constituents 
instead of i looking on him as a 
martyr, had come to the conclusion 
that he must be a Fenian ora Guy Fawkes,or 
something else very awful, for Parliament to 
punish himinthat way. One of his oppon- 
ents remarked publicly that Atkinson wasa 
rebel, and oughtto have been hanged and 
quartered. All this is very sad for Atkinson, 
whose head immediately came down in size, 
while his bile rose in proportion. Now he 
wants revenge. Nothing short of an election 
by the Speakers’own constitutency will prove 
to the public, he thinks, he is not a Guy 
Fawkes. Heis richandcan spend money, 
and will probably afford a good deal of 
amusement to the English people in the 
course of the next two years. 

COLONIAL AFFAIRS. 

The only Government offices that show 
any kind of life are the Colonial and 
the Admiralty. The Colonial office is 
giving more attention than usual to 
West Indian affairs. It is stated on the high- 
est authority in that department that the 
scheme of a West Indian confederation, 
which has been urged upon the Government, 
has been substantially rejected in the Cabi- 
net, and the Government policy will de not to 
declare a separate federation, but to unite 
the West Indies to Canada by closer ties of 
commerce and of intercourse. A colonial 
agent said to the United Press 
correspondent: The Government is 
unwilling to trust the West 
Indian and other colonies below North 
America with any greater degree of self- 
government than they now possess. The 
pretext for this is that the population is 
mostly ignorant and unfit for self-control. 
The realreason is known to be that the peo- 
ple, with the exception of the aristocracy, 
are deeply discontented with British rule. 
Belize has been vainly asking for more legis- 
lative rights and a limitation of the despotic 
powers ofthe Governor. In British Guinea 
the negroes are held in virtual slavery Dy a 
system of contract labor, and both in Ja- 
maica and the Bahamasthe sentiment is 
growing that loyalty to Great Britain will 
not furnish the staff of life. The idea of the 
present cabinet is to make the West Indias 
dependencies of Canada, where it is believed 
the bulk ofthe population is considered to 
be devoted to British supremacy.’’ 

CURRENT EVENTS. 

It is stated that the Queen bas directed that 
a Tory newspaper which recently repub- 
lisheda vile article about the royal family 
from an obscure paper in Australia shall be 
dropped from the list of periodicals procured 
for the royal perusal. Many prominent Con- 
servatives and Liberals have also taken this 
way of showing their displeasure. It is snid 
that while the paper in question assumed to 
defend the royal family against the attack 
which it quoted, the real motive was a de- 
sire to hurt the feelings of the Prince of 
Wales, who has snubbed the social aspira- 
tions of the owner of the sheet. 

Thursday was the eighty-second anniver- 
gary of the birth of Baron Tennyson, the 
poet laureate of Great Britian. The occasion 
was taken advantage of by a multitude of the 
friends of the poet who visited him at his 
residence, Farringford, Breshwater, Isle of 
Wight, to tender their congratulations. Many 
letters bearing messages of love and respect 
were received, and altogether the occasion 
was a happy one for the man whose beauti- 
ful songs have added so much to the happi- 
hess Of the world.

THREE FAMOUS WOMEN. 


INTERESTING INCIDENTS IN THEIR LIVES RE- 
VIVED BY RECENT EVENTS. 

LONDON, Aug. 8.—There have been brought 
to light during the past week some very in- 
teresting incidents in the lives of three 
famous women, recollections deeply tinged 
with pathosand melancholy. One of these 
ladies, the Conntess de Chambrun, died re- 
cently, just as she was about to start on her 
annual visit to Bayreuth, She was a familiar 
figure in all musical circles in Paris, and was 
the patron and friend of many notable sing- 
ers, among whom were Neilson, Melbra and 
Van Zandt. The Countess was a great lover 
of music and a devout admirer of Wagner. 

The second lady around whom historic as- 
sociations still cluster, the Duchess of Aosta, 
during her recent visit here wore a splendid 
set of jewels whenever she appeared on state 
occasions, which attracted much attention 
and aroused the envy of all the feminine 
world. These jewels once belonged to the 
ili-fated Napoleon, the nephew of his uncle, 
who gave them asa bridal present to the 
Princess Clothilde. When the latter fied to 
Italy for refuge, during the troublesome 
time in the 70s she gave her jewels tothe 
King of Italy for safe keeping. Victor Eman- 
vel fulfilled his trust tothe letter and refused 
to give them up to Napoleon when the latter 
was anxious to get them back and convert 
them into money. The last in this series of 
incidents has been revived by the visit of the 
Queen of Belgium to poor Carlotta, ex- 
Empress of Mexico, This unfortunate lady has 
been so long excluded from the world, and 
the allusions to her in the public prints have 
been of such a nature as to lead us to the 
belief that she had partially recovered her 
reason and was living a peaceful, though 
a monotonous, life. But it seems that the 
fact as revealed by the visit of the Belgian 
Queen tends to show that, although Carlotta 
is surrounded by all that could make life 
pleasant in her residence near Lasken, she 
has but few lucid intervals and finds her 
chief consolation in music, of which she is 
passionately fond. 

The Queen’s visit proved anything but a 
fortunate one. Carlotta happened to be in 
one of her worst moods, and the moment 
she saw the Queen attempted to make a vio- 
lent personal attack upon her. These re 
sults, when they became known, caused a 
great deal of comment on the part of tho 
press and a recapitulationof the history of 
the Mexican enterprise, of its fatal termina- 
tion, of the death of Maxamillian and the 
dreadful insanity of the ex-Empress. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


HOW DELICT TAX-PAYERS ARE TREATED BY THE 
MONARCH OF PERSIA. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—Later advices confirm the 
stories of oppression by the despot of Persia, 
who is becoming more eccentric, buth in his 
vices and in his cruelties. The Governors of 
provinces, from whom no apology is accept- 
ed for failure to return their 
apportioned share of taxes to the 
Treasury, are themselves compelled to be 
cruelly severe in order to raisethe amounts 
from the suffering peasantry. It is no un- 
common spectacle inthe Province of Hama - 
dan tohear groans issuing from pillars of 
brick on the roadside. These pillars are the 
graves of wretched peasants who have not 
paid their taxes, and who are walled up 
alive in this way, a small aperture being left 
for breathing. 


EUROPE’S ROYALTY. 

VIERA, Aug. 8.—The coming gathering of 
the royal families of Europe at Copenhagen, 
in September, will be a noteworthy one. 
Amongthe guests who will then visit the

The President 
of the Republic finds himself surrounded at 
his summer residence by many momentoes of 
the celebrated monarchs who have preceded 
him as the rulers of France. The house 
occupied by President Carnot was the favorite 
resort of Louis XV. as well as of Napoleon, 
while Napoleon’s residence in Berlin was 
built for Madame De Pompadour, who was at 
one period the virtual, if mot the actual 
ruler of France. In reply to the question 
as to how it was that his taste 
differed so much from the principles he 
represented, and whether his surroundings 
would not tend to keep alive a pardonablie 
pride for royalty and thus indirectly, in some 
degree affect the stability of the Republic, 
President Carnot repijed: France is a 
country of liberty, equality and fraternity, 
and the present form Of government is so 
firmly fixed in the hearts of the people that 
the conduct or actions ofthe President could 
in no manner attect the Stability of the Gov- 
ernment,’’ . i: . 

When asked about his proposed visit to 
England, the President said: ‘I have 
not received an invitation from the 
Society of Engineers of London, 
and even ifI had been invited, I could not 
find it convenient, under.present conditions, 
to accept the invitation. I have a 
great desire to visit England, but 
in deference to the demands of 
public affairs, Imust forego that pleasure 
for the present. This is to a certain extent 
corroborative of the reports that the Presi- 
dent’s sole desire in going to England was to 
meet the German Emperor. 

In speaking of the feeling existing between 
France and Germany, and the prospective 
alliance between France, Russia and Servia, 
President Carnot said; ‘‘There is between 
France and Germany a diplomatic 
feeling of the most cordial nature and 
that feeling has never been seriously af- 
fected by the ill-advised outbreaks of cer- 
tain French people, noris it likely to be dis- 
turbed by their acts. It rests with the ma- 
jority of the Frenchmen to sustain there- 
lations now existing between France and 
Germany, while on the other hand it de- 
volves upon Germany to strengthen and im- 
prove these relations, which I have no doubt 
she will do. The majority of the French peo- 
ple desire peace, and so longas that major- 
ity exists peace will be maintained.“ 

President Carnot intimated his conviction 
that in the course of time Germany would 
satisfy France tmsuch a way that the present 
cause of estrangement would give way to a 
better feeling. Thig may be construed to 
mean that Germany will at some date not far 
distant in the future restore to France both 
Alsace and Lorraine. This, however, was a 
subject which the President did not care to 
discuss more fully. He also begged to be ex- 
cused from expressing any opinion upon the 
proposed alliance between France, Russia 
and Servia. The disarming of Europe, 
said President Carnot, may be a possibility 
of the future, but at present it is impossible.“

MEETING OF ORLEANISTS HELD AT THE RESI- 
DENCE OF THE COUNT OF PARIS. 
Loxpon, Aug. 8.—A conference of the lead - 
ers of the Orleanist party was held at Sheen 
House, the residence in England of the Count 
of Paris. The conference added emphasis to 
what has been known for some time past to 
observers of the political movement in 
France and of the intrigues in other coun- 
tries looking to the establishment of the 
monarchy, with the Count of Paris at its 
head, that there is increasing discontent 
among the Count’s adherents. This feeling is 
due to the refusal of the Count of Paris to 
adopt a policy characterized by greater 
activity than the one now followed by him. 
His adherents believe that the movement, of

POPE AND KING. 


HUMBERT CONSIDERING THE STEP OF SEIZING 
THE VATICAN. 

ROME, Aug. King Humbert is highly in- 
dignant at the open and repeated attacks by 
Papal newspaper organs on Italy and the 
Triple Alliance, and it is said he is seriously 
considering the step of taking possession of 
the Vatican. The matter will be presented to 
the consideration of Germany, and Austria 
may be sounded, although it is not for a mo- 
ment believed that Austria would officially 


consent to

asthe y of the Itallan nation. The 
feeling against the papacy is stronger in 
Rome than elsewhere in Italy, although there 
is also a numerous papal party. Should the 
news be confirmed that France and the Pope 
have come to an agreement hostile to Italy, 
itmay be difficult to restrain the Italians 
from seizing the Vatican and putting an 
end to the shadow of independence which the 
Pope now possesses within his Vatican 
domain. Italy in such a case would look to 
the English fleet to aid it in. preventing 
French interference. The Italians, however, 
regard the presence of the Pope in Rome as 
desirable from a business standpoint, and 
even the most earnest opponents of temporal 
power would be sorry to see the papal estab- 
Jishment, with its great following and large 
expenditure, removed from Italy to some 
other country. This apprehension is said to 
be the best security that there will be no fur- 
ther encroachments on papal privileges. 


CUBA’S SUGAR CROP. 


IT WILL BE FAR IN EXCESS OF THE EXPEOCTA- 
TION—EXCELLENT WEATHER. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Aug. 8.—August being con- 
sidered a hurricane month, the weather be- 
comes the topic of most importance, although 
the heat has not increased over that of July. 
The general appearance of the sky, together 
with an ominous stillness in the air, and the 
black clouds hanging low down over the city, 
indicate a coming storm, and captains of 
sailing craft are keeping a sharp lookout for 
squalls. The stock of sugar in the Havana 
warehouses atthe end of July was 100,000 
bags larger than in July, 1890. The total crop 
for 1891 runs up more than 800,000 tons, which 
is largely in excess of all calculations made 
at the beginning of the season. One central 
estate, La Constancia of Clenaugus, sold 
$540,000 worth of sugar, and the owners ex- 
pect to make even a larger crop for 18937. The 
weather is splendid and the general health 
excellent.

CHILLS NEXT WAR. 


Balmaceda About to Declare Hos- 
tilities Against Bolivia. 


The Little Republic Has Recognized the 
Chilian Insurgents.

CONSULS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES on-

Some of the Results of the Last War— 
Bolivia’s Rich Deposits of Guano and 
Nitrate Excites the Oupidity of Her 
Stronger Neighbor— An American’s 
View of the Struggle in Chili—-He Says 
It Does Not Deserve the Name of 
Revolution. 


NEw Yorx, Aug. 8.—A cablegram from 
Buenos Ayres to the effect that Chili was 
about to declare war against Bolivia for 
recognizing the belligerency of the insurgent 
party in Chili, is regarded as authentic by 
well informed persons in New York. The 
Consuls of both countries, resident in this 
city, said yesterday that they had received no 
official notice of a declaration of war. They 
believed that one was probable. Bolivia is 
in no condition to engage in war. She has no 
seaboard and no navy, and has not 
recovered from the effects of 
her defeat in the last war 
with Chili in 1879, 1680 and 1881. Balmaceda 
has as much on his hands apparently as he 
can conveniently attend to, but his sup- 
porters think he will not be deferred in his 
purpose to resent the affront Chili’s weak 
neighbor has put upon her. 

Consul General of Chili Frederick A. Beelen, 
when asked yesterday what he thought of the 
probability of a war with Bolivia, said: I do 
not think that war has been declared. If it 
had I would know very probably. Still I 
think that Chili will proceed against 
Bolivia a littie later. Just now 
she is not in fit condition to war with Bolivia. 
The majority of the navy is inthe hands of 
the insurgents, and Chili could not reach 
Bolivia overland because of the great deserts 
and mountains. Assoon as Balmaceda gets 
his new ships something will be done, I 
think.’’ 

Mr. Melchor Obarrios, Consul-General of 
Bolivia, thought as Mr. Beelen did: chin 
has long had a desire forthe rich country in 
the lower western edge of Bolivia,’’ he said. 
There is untold wealth in the shape 
of guano, nitrates, te., in the vicin- 
ity of the Desierto de la Atacama. 
the Desiertos Neva Das de Los Andes und thé 
mountain ranges, where the rich silver 
mines are. Bolivia now has no seaboard, 
all of her ports having been ceded to Chili 
after the last war, from Arica down. Ac- 
cording to our treaty, Bolivia receives one 
half the duties collected by the two coun- 
tries, and it was to insure them that the 
belligerency of the insurgents was recog- 
nized. Bolivia distinctly stated in giv- 
ing them recognition that she would remain 
neutral and that it was only to protect her 
rights to the duties that she recognized the 
insurgents, whose navy commands most of 
the sea board. 

„Is Bolivia in shape to go to war?“ 

Well, hardly. Her army consists of about 
two thousand men, but she has no fleet. 
Previous to the last war she kept a standing 
army of about four thousand. I have no 
doubt that Chili will sooner or later declare 


war. Bolivia, though, will do all she can to 
avert one.

CONSUL DOUGHERTY DESCRIBES ITAS A RIDICU- 
LOUS REVOLUTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—‘*The present 
war in Chili is a ridiculous affair, and does 
not deserve the name of revolution,’’ is the 
opinion of Consul Dougherty. Mr. Dougherty 
is the representative of this Government at 
Caliao, Peru, and has just arrived from South 
America. The Consul says further: 

»The revolutionists are stationed at 
Iquique, several hundred miles from San 
Diego, where Balmaceda has his headquar- 
ters. Balmaceda has a force of 80,000 men at 
his command and the insurgents have 7,000. 
Between these two capitals of the 8 
forces lies a mountain range that is simply 
impassable by any armed force.

SUGAR MAKERS, 


APPLICATIONS MADE UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOUNTY ACT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Complete returns 
bave been received at the office of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue of applica- 
tions of persons who, under the provisions of 
the sugar bounty act, intend to make sugar. 
The Commissioner has been notified that 
8,729 sugar manufacturers intend to make 
maple sugar, and they estimate their produc- 
tion at 8,000,000 pounds; sugar cane manufac- 
turers to the number of 723 will make sugar 
from cane, and estimate the production at 
666,623,700 pounds; eight manufacturers will 
make sugar from beets, and the production 
of their mills they estimate at 29,210,000 
pounds, while six persons will make sugar 
from sorghum, the production of which they 
estimate at 2,500,000 pounds, or à total of 606, - 
833,700 pounds of sugar from all sources upon 
which, under the bounty act, in case the 
gugar produced contains 90 per cent of pure 
sugar, a bounty of 2 cents per pound will be 
paid by the Government. 

The estimated quantity oi sugar—606,883, 700 
pounds—as furnished by the manufacturers 
to the Internal Revenue Bureau, as what 
they intend to produce, is considered by 
officials in the office of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau astoohigh by fully 20 per cent and 
the sugar product is not expected by them 
reach 650,000,000 pounds atthe most, It 
estimated that two-thirds of all sugar .

REPORTS OF HIS FEEBLE PHYSICAL COR- 
DITION GREATLY EXAGGERATED. 


A Strong Sentiment In the West Favoring 
His Nomination In ’92—Alger the Sec 
ond Resolutions— 


The George-Barksdale Fight—Kansas 
Politics—The Louisiana Alliance. 


New Yorn, Aug. 8.—United States Senator 
Stockbridge of Michigan, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel to-day, talked politics in spite of the 
heat, 

„„ gaw Blaine,’’ said he, just a short 
time before his summer vacation. 
At that time his health was as 
good as tt has been for any time within the 
past few years. All this talk about the Sec- 
retary being in feeble physical condition has 
been, to my mind, greatly exaggerated. 
‘There ig this fact to be noted, added the 
Senator, Mr. Blaine is inclined to be 
hypochondrical. No getting around that. 
When spelis of personal discomfiture come 
on Mr. Blame, he not only tmagmes that he 
is sick, but also that he is very sick indeed. 
Then, too, he has had his personal griefs and 
afflictions within the past few years. These 
in a large degree may be taken to account for 
the present stories about physical debility. 
Mr. Biaine's chances for 92 are, to my 
mind, superior to those of any other one 
party leader tn the United States. The ques- 
tion, however, is, will the gentleman ac- 
cept? If he does I have 
a strong conviction that he 
will be nominated by acclamation. Out in 
the Great West there exists, Ifind,a strong 
sentiment in favor of Mr. Blame. Men high 
in office, who a few years ago were not 
pronounced in their choice, now come 
out boldly and unanimously for 
Blaine. I met recently several gentlemen on 
the Republican National Committee and 
among them Mr. Manderson ef Kansas. All 
these men are singly and unitedly for the 
Secretary of State. From Idaho, from Wash 
ington, and especially from California, I find 
a strong and apparently increasing senti- 
ment in favor of the Maine man. 

Mr. Harrison, slowly said Senator Stock- 
bridge, has, to my mind, made a good, 
careful and conservative Chief Magistrate.

The Tailors’ National Convention Ad- 
journed Sine Die. 


A WEEK’S HARD WORK AND A GREAT 


to Meet in 1893 at St. Paul—Some of the 
Leaders of the Body—A Harmonious 
Meeting. 


The biennial national convention of the 
Journeymen Tailors’ Union adjourned sine 
die at 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon, The 
delegates were in daily session in Central 
Turner Hall all week and they accomplished 
a great deal of work. They 
set an example for industry which all future 
conventions could imitate with profit. At 8 
o'clock sharp the delegates assembled and 
they remained in session until noon. 
At 20’clock they convened for the afternoon 
and adjourned for the day at 6 o’clock. On 
Thursday night they held a third session for 
that day from 7:80 to 10 p. m. 

Tne convention was very harmonious and 
has cartainly done much good for the 
Knights of the Steel Bar. The tailors 
number among their delegates several 
very able speakers, men who showed their 
ability toexpress their thoughts with credit 
to themselves and their union. Mr. J. B. Len- 
non, the Grand Secretary, a fluent speaker, 
was honored with a unanimous re election 
to his responsible office. Mr. Frederick 
Werner, the national Treasurer, was also re- 
elected without a dissenting vote. 

Mr, A. Todtenhausen of Knoxville, Tenn., 
was ever ready with argument and sugges- 
tion, both in the committee and on, the 
floor of the convention. He is much 
admired by his feliow delegates. 
Mr, M. Bants of st. Paul was also a very et- 
ficient worker and a highly accompli 
speaker. 

IMPORTANT WORK DONE. 

Many subjects of much moment to the 
trade confronted the convention. Per- 
haps the most important was the 
matter of backshops. The delegates consider 
the lack of free back shops as the root of the 
sweating system evil. They held that an 
employer should of right give his men room 
to work at the shop without rent. The Con- 
stitutional Committee insisted on this 
in its report, and the Oommittee 
on Resolutions, which reported yesterday, 
embodied the sentiments of the convention 
on this subject in no equivocal terms. It 
condemned the sweating system in the most 
forcible language. The convention reiterated 
its repugnance to strikes, but took measures 
to wage them successfully when once in- 
augurated, 

The benefits for striking nnions were raised 
to %aweek. Another important point was 
the matter of organization. In several cities 
the union is weak and non-union wo rkmen 
are makingin roads onthe trade. This is es- 
pecially the case with Cincinnati, the largest 
clothing manufacturing city in the country. 
Mr. M. Bantz of St. Paul was selected to go 
to that city and put theunion on a firm 
basis. Several other citles were also polated 
out as ripe for reorganization. 

SYSTEM OF ORGANIZATION. 

Another matter of consideration was the 
system of organization. Heretofore the 
country was divided into seven districts. The 
convention abolished this and arranged fora 
division of districts according to States, ter- 
ritories and provinces, and appointed organ- 
wers for the States and territories repre- 
sented at the convention. 

The delegates assembled for their iast day’s 
session yesterday morning at the usual 
hour. The first business done was 
the election of State organizers 
as follows: Massachusetts, John Mur- 
phy of Boston; Rhode Island, J. O’Brien of 
Providence; New York, Hoffmeister of Troy; 
Virginia, W. F. Primrose of Dan- 
ville; Kentucky, Joe Scheffler of Louisville; 
Tennessee, A. Todtenhausen of Knoxville; 
Texas, A. Toppin of Dallas; Ohio, Louis Het- 
tel of Columbus; Indiana, C. M. Maginnis of 
Indiana polis; Illinois, G. Dalgreen 
of Chicago; Wisconsin, J. McFar- 
land of Portage; Minnesota, M. Bantz, 
St. Paul; Iowa, J. Patterson, Des Moines; 
Missouri, August Werdes, St. Louis; Arkansas, 
W. 8. Dale, Little Rock; Kansas, Charles 
Resske of Topeka; Nebraska, A. Biermann of 
Omaha; Oolorado, J. Nelson, Denver; Wash- 
ington, A. H. Drummond, Tacoma; 
Oregon, D. Taylor, Portland; California, E. 
Lind, Los Angeles; Ontario, G. Pennington 
of Toronto. These are all that were selected 
by the convention. The others are to be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Board.

Federation of Labor to be held at Bir- 
mingham, Ala.

MERT IN ST. PAUL IN 1893. 

Atthe afternoon session the place for the 
next convention was considered. Delegates 
from Chicago, Indianapolis, st. Paul, Minne 
apolis and Louisville spoke for their respect- 
ive cities, and much eloquence was 
developed in the contest. Before 
the ballot al these cities with- 
Grew except St. Paul and Louisville and 
the former city was selected by a vote of 85 
to . Mr. Joe Schemer of Louisville moved 
that the choice be made unanimous and it 
was so done. The work of the convention 
was then finished and the delegates 
gave themselves over to a discussion 
of the welfare of the union. All the promi - 
nent delegates expressed their views, and 
each one was well pleased with the prog. 
ress of their organization. The conven- 
tion then presented Mr. L. Rodemacher 
of this city with a gold headed cane 
for his efficient work as Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the convention, Mr. Rodemacher was high.- 
ly complimented by the different speakers. 
The convention then adjourned sine die. The

CASHIER MAPLES SHOT THREE TIMES BY 
THE DESPERATE THIEF. 


AiDaring Deed Worthy of Jesse James—

orrawA, Putnam County, O., Aug. 8.—All 
putnam County was aroused tothe highest 
pitch of indignation and rage by the news 
ofa desperate and murderous day-light rob- 
pery at Columbus Grove, this county, this 
morning. The little city of 2,000 inhabitants in 
a few hours contained over 8,000 people. The 
1,000 addition to its populace came by rail, by 
carriage, on horseback and on foot tothe 
town that had been the scene of a daring 
robbery worthy of Jesse James and 
of a tragedy only this morning. Most 
of these men were armed and had 
the perpetrator of the robbery fallen into 
their hands the bullets from their guns would 
have made a sieve of his body. The boldness 
of the robber was his greatestsafeguard. To 
get at the story quickly, which is told with a 
hundred variations, the most probable one 
seems to be the following: 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning, shortly after 
Cashier Thomas J. Maples and Bookkeeper 
A. C. Syflert had opened the Third National 
Bank, a young man entered while 
they had laid out a package of 
money preparatory to counting it for 
the day’s business. Upon entering he did 
not immediately attract particular atten- 
tion, nor did he excite suspicion. The cash- 
jer noted that he was youthful, rather small, 
but nervy and strong looking, that he wore a 
black silk traveling cap and a dark shirt. He 
stepped up tothe window and pulling two 
revolvers said: 

‘*] WANT YOUR MONEY.’’ 

The cashier thought it was a foolish bluff 
by one of the town boys, and made a careless 
answer. All at once both pistols went of, 
crashing into the wall behind 
the cashier. The flash of them 
nearly blinding the now frightened 
cashier. Herushed for his own revolver. 
Still the fellow kept on shooting. Cashier 
Maples fired one shot from his revolver, the 
only one in itand missed his man. Still the 
robber kept on fring and Maples and Syfier 
backed into a hall for cover. The robber 
took all the bilis gn reach and walked out with 
them. Thecashier thinks the amount was 
$1,200 to $1,500. 

Aman in the lobby of the bank crouched in 
a corner and was not molested by the robber. 
Wm. Vandebank, a farmer, was entering the 
door as the robber was going out. The wretch 
shot him dead, saying as he did it: I'm a 
second Jesse James. 

On the street he met Henry Buck and fired 
at him, wounding him, and then disappeared 
inanadjacent cornfield. It is saidthat a 
man was waiting in a buggy on the other 
side ofthe cornfield and the two drove rap- 
idly away. 

Cashier Maple’s wonnds are a slight flesh- 
wound in the side and a fiesh-wound on 
the right arm near the shoulder. They 
are not serious. County and city 
officials were soon out in great 
force. The cornfield was surrounded and 
thoroughly examined with noresult. All day 
scouting parties have been engaged in all 
directions and the whole country will be 
searched over forthe robber. It is believed 
impossible to save him when caught, no 
matter by whom, from lynching by an in- 
furiated people. 

CASHIER MAPLES’ STATEMENT. 

Cashier T. W. Maples makes the follow- 
ing statement: Two men were in the 
dank, myself and <A. CO. Syfert, at 
my wicket renewing notes. A _ boyish- 
looking fellow, with smooth face and 
Gark brown coat and pants, with 
dark skull cap. came in. He walked up to the 
wicket and pointing the revolvers, said, ‘‘I 
want your money.’ I thoughtit was one 
ofthe town boys making sport because of 
80 much show of firearms, and 
made a reply of some kind in 
that line, whereupon he blazed away. 
The first shot gave me this wound in the 
side, the second one in my arm and the third 
shot missed me. I then grabbed my revolver, 
which only had one load in it, and fired. I 
shot too high, however and missed my man. 
He started out and met Wm. Vande- 
mark just coming in. He shot 
once at him, once up a stairway in 
the hall where nobody was, once at a man 
driving by in a wagon, andthen started back 
into the bank. 

J was by this time standing by the ‘cellar- 
way. I had bim at bay with my drawn re- 
volver until he saw I could not shoot, 
when he Dlazed away twice, making eight 
Shots fired in all. I dodged into the cellarway 
for protection, and with the door partly open 
taw the fellow reach behind the screen and 
take all the money laying there he could 
reach, amounting, as near as I can guess, to 
$1,200, and deliberately put it in his pocket 
and walk out.

I 
turned around, started and went 
away, and with the aid of my 
son walked to the doctor's office, a 
distance of forty rods, After this blood - 
thirsty act the fellow went tothe P. A. & W. 
depot, where the two men undertook to stow 
him, but he cleared his way by promptly 
drawing his shooters. The he went toward 
the crossing of the railroad, where he was 
last seen. 

The robber first went to Crawford’s hard 
ware store, next door to the bank, bought 
two double-action revolvers, had them 
loaded, got a supply of ammunition, then re- 
fused to pay for them and made Crawford 
bide under the counter, Then he went into 
the bank and got away with the money in the 
manner already described. As he left the 
bank he drove everybody in the street to 
cover shouting: I'm another Jesse James,” 
and brandishing his weapons.

He ac - 
cordingly was released upon his own recog- 
nizance and came to the city and bought 
the coins as stated above. The secret ger - 
vice officials were notified, and when the 
long-haired stranger arrived here they 
watched him and saw him enterthe shopen 
Bt. Charles street several times. He was 
seen to purchase money there on several oc- 
casions, and Thursday he bought some money 
in the presence of two Deputy United States 
Marshals. Brette was arrested later inthe 
day, and at the same timethe secret service 
agentcaptured a bag containing seventy 
counterfeit hailf-dollars. Chief of Police 
Gaster says that several years ago there was 
a demand for old coins and large 
sums were offered for coins of certain de- 
nominations. It was ascertained soon after 
that a large number of counterfeits were in 
circulation and an agency at Washington 
made the charge that they were being made 
by parties in New Orleans. One of these coins 
happened to be a one-dollar piece of 1804, for 
which $500 was offered. Counterfeits of this 
were made and one they located at Brette’s 
place. 


LEVO’S MADNESS, 


STORY OF JOE LEVO, 
DERED HIS SWEETHEART. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 8.—To-day the young 
lover, Joe Levo, who shot his sweetheart, 
Ida Kipp, at the entrance of the Fifth Street 
Garden last night, hadatrial in the Police 
Court. Atthistriala doubt was developed 
as to his sanity and at the same time writ- 
ten evidence was produced that he contem- 
plated murder and suicide. On the witness 
stand in the Police Court to-day he told this 
story: 

loved her with all my soul, I could think 
of no one else from the first time I met her 
and fora long while she seemed to care 
forme.

Finally the engagement was broken 
off. Last Wednesday I bought a revolver in 
a pawn shop on Central avenue.

ELLIOTT SENTENCED. 


THE MURDERER OF A. C. OSBORN GOES 
PRISON FOR LIFE. 

Col uuns, O., Aug. 8.—Wm. J! Eliott, 
convicted of murder in the second degree for 
the killing of A. C. Osborn last February, was 
to-day sentenced to the Ohio Penitentiary 
for life. There was a great crowd present, 
but not one of theedefendant’s relatives was 
in court. Judge Pugh first took up the motion 
for a new trial and reviewed the evidence in 
the case, commenting ina scathing manner 
upon the testimony of certain witnesses fur 
the defense, who were declared to have per- 
jured themselves without stint. 
The killing of Osborn was char- 
acterized by the court as deliberate, 
malicious, relentless murder. The verdict 
was declared to be not against the weight of 
evidence and the motion to set it aside was 
overruled. A motion fora stay of the sen- 
tence pending an appeal to the Supreme 
Court was overraled and the prisoner was 
asked ifhe had anything to say before re- 
ceiving sentence. Elliott arose and made a 
speech of some length in which he declared 
before the Immaculate God that he was m - 
nocent; that he had not expected to meet 
Osborn on that fatal day; that Osborn began 
the shooting. He also claimed the jury had

They are inclined to think that the 
woman shot herself and the fact that the 
revolver with which the deed was done was 
found by the side of the track near where the 
train stopped, seems to throw doubi upon 
the woman’s statement and to bear out the 
theory of the police. The physicians who 
examined the wound also consider it likely 
that the bullet was fired by the woman 
herself.

Then they started north on the 


A NEIGHBORHOOD FEUD. 
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A TERRIBLE CYCLONE 


Ashland, Wis., the Scene of the 
Wind’s Fury. 


Five Persons Killed and Many Others 
Seriously Injured. 


WHOLE BLOCKS OF BUSINESS HOUSES 
TORN FROM THEIR FOUNDATIONS. 


AOCircus Tent Blown Down and Snakes 
and Animals Liberated—Twenty Yachts 
on the Bay Capsized-The Railway 
Depot Turned Into a Hospital for the 
Wounded—Workman Boiled Alive— 
Crushed to Death—Killed by the Cars 
Casualty Record. 


ASHLAND, Wis., Aug. 8.—A cyclone struck 
this city at 8:30 this afternoon, doing im- 
mense damage to property, Killing five per- 
sons and injuring many others. Rain poured 
in torrents, turning the main street 
into a river. The storm drove through 
Hotel Chequamaugon, The twenty yachts 
on the bay were wrecked and four men 
picked up off acapsized sailboat. The Swed- 
ish Lutheran Church, Genery Block, Daily 
Press office, Ashland Theater and Franklin 
House were unroofed and damaged $30,000. 
At Washburn, across the bay, Wil- 
liams*’ Oircus was in full blast 
when the storm struck. Prof. Williams was 
going through an act with trained horses 
when the tent fell fiat. The horses, wild 
with fright, burst out through the frantic 
mass of people. 

Two little children of Geo. Labette and an 
unknown boy were taken out dead. They 
were blown a distance of 500 feet. Miss Wil- 
son’s right leg was broken. 

The depot was turned into a hospital, and 
the dead and wounded carried there. It was 
a terrible scene, Mothers frantically looking 
for lost children, andchildren wandering 
about wounded and bleeding. It 
is impossible at this time to 
ascertain the names of all 
the killed, and the injured will be at least 
fifty men, women and children, several of 
whom will die. The wires are all down 
and a correspondent rowed across the bay, 
seven miles, to give the particulars, 

Whole blocks of business houses were torn 
from their foundations and blown in, injur- 


ing many people. 

The Feustad building, just completed, was 
totally demolished. Seven persons were in 
the top story, but all except one escaped 
without injury. 

The animals of the William circus escaped 
from their cages. An anaconda is still at 
large, and several other animals are not 
captured. 

The roof was torn off the large Omaha ele- 
vator and considerable grain spoiled. by 
water. The damage in Washburn is esti- 
mated at $50,000. The worst effects of the 
storm were experienced at Washburn, on the 
opposite side of the bay. The post-office 
building, a frame structure on Main 
street, in which were half a dozen persons, 
collapsed, and caught the inmates in what 
seemed to be a death trap, but by a fortunate 
lodgment of timbers they all escaped with- 
out injury, except two women, one 
of whom suffered a broken leg 
and the other a contusion of the head. 
Derricks and hoisting engines at the coal 
docks were blown over and ruined and many 
thousands of feet of lumber pil. d in the yards 
of the Bigelow Mills were blown into the 
water. Reports are not very full and until 
the extent of the storm is known the damage 
to marine interests cannot be computed. 


THE JUG WAS LOADED. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Aug. 8.—While six 
boys were firing a toy cannot near Belmont 
they went to a shanty boat tied tothe river 
bank near by and picked up what they sup- 
posed was an empty jug and set it up fora 
target. They loaded the cannon and shot at 
the jug. When they struck the jug it ex- 
ploded with terrific effect, tearing up the 
ground and gravel and seriously injuring all 
of the boys. The jug had once contained 
nitro-glycerine. None of the boys were 
killed, but all were seriously injured. 


RUN OVER AND KILLED BY A TRAIN. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex.,Aug,8.—Yesterday after- 
noon near Quanah, a man known by the 
name of Chas. Huntington, anemploye of a 
railroad company, was run Over by a freight 
train, breaking his spine and otherwise bruis- 
ing his body which resulted in his death. Be- 
fore dying, the man stated he was a single 
man, his name was Powell, and that he had 
a brother at Pottsboro, Tex., by the name of 
L. E. Powell. An inquest was held and the 
remains were buried in the City Cemetery by 
his fellow workmen. 

KILLED BY HIS WAGON. 

HoPriKINsvILLE, Ky., Aug. 8.—Green Brown, 
a leading farmer of Montgomery Oounty, was 
killed in a terrible manner while hauling logs 
yesterday. He was trying to ‘‘scotch’’ the 
wagon wheels whenthe vehicle commenced 
going down hill backwards, and catching 
his foot under the wheels, threw him down 
and passed over his body, crushing him so 
badly that he died after several hours of ter- 
rible suffering. 


KILLED AND MANGLED BY CATTLE. 

Paris, Tex., Aug. 8.—Reports reached here 
to-day of the horrible mangling and death of 
four people in the Indian Territory Wednes- 
day by cattle. A woman and her two chil- 
dren were crossing a pasture when they 
were attacked by a herd of cattle.

THE CROP OUTLOOK. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Government Sig- 
nal Service. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 8.—The following 
weekly crop bulletin was issued by the Signal 
Office this evening: 

South Carolina—The weather conditions 
were favorable to crops. Ootton was not 
injured as badly as at first supposed, 
although older cotton on sandy lands has 
shed. 

Alabama—Fine cropof corn, much better 
than last year, is assured. Fodder has been 
injured by rains. Cotton is shedding because 
of excessive rains and worms are appearing 
in large numbers in middle Alabama. 

Mississippi—The weather conditions have 
been generally favorable for cotton and no 
reports of serious damage by shedding have 
been received. Catterpillars and boll worms 
have been reported in a few localities. 

Louisiana—Excellent reports from cane and 
rice districts. Frequent showers caused cot- 
ton to shed in some localities and interfered 
with harvesting. Ali crops generally in good 
state of cultivation. 

Arkansas—There is much rust and shedding 
of cotton on low lands where the crop is geri - 
ously injured, while the cotton on high lands 
is in fine condition. Corn is doing fairly well; 
dry weather is needed. 

Texas—Cotton improved during the week, 
and is now very promising. Picking is gen- 
eral in South Texas. Boll worms are making 
their appearance in some localities and dam- 
age isfeared. Fall plowing continues, and a 
large wheat crop will be sown. 

Tennessee—There are some reports of blight 
and shedding of cotton, owing tothe rains, 
but the crop is promising. Rain is needed in 
the central counties for tobacco and corn. 
Ploughbing is progressing. 

Illinois—W here rain fell the corn and pas- 
tures are somewhat improved, but more rain 
is needed. Fruit, excepting apples, is abun 
dant. Farmers are plowing for wheat, but 
the ground is too dry to work easily. 

Ohio—Conditions are unfavorable for corn 
and potatoes; pastures are suffering from 
drouth in the northwestern counties. Hard- 
ing County farmers are cutting their oats to 
save them from chinch bug and grasshop- 
pers; the oat harvest is generally very good; 
fall plowing has commenced, 

Indiana—The prevalence of sunshiny 
weather has been very favorable to standing 
crops. The heavy rain on the 34 inst. was of 
considerable value, as it saved thecorn and 
pasturage. The plowing for wheat contin- 
ues, the around being in admirable condition 
where rain has fallen. 

Wisconsin—In the south and center coun- 
ties the ground has been too dry to sustain 
growing crops under the prevailing 
heats. Corn, potatoes and grass are 
withering. In other sections the 
warm ther inproved the corn and every- 
thing promises an abundant yield. Tobacco 
is in fine condition, but cranberries have been 
slightly injured by frost and heat. 

Minnesota- Harvesting is in progress in cen- 
tral and southern counties, anda large yield 
of small grain is reported. Corn is much 
improved by the warm weather, but needs 
rain. Serious damage by hall is reported in 
northern counties. 

Missouri—Rain is needed; the drouth is im- 
flicting serious injury to corn and pastures in 
soutbeastern counties. 

Kansas—Weather conditions have been 
beneficial to all crops. Corn is improving 
rapidly, and the flax harvegt has begun in 
central counties. 

Iowa—The weather has been generally 
favorable for completing the harvest and 
threshing. Reports show an increased yield 
of oats and wheat above first returns. Corn 
has made fine progress. 

Colorado—Wheat is mostly cut and stacked 
and isa good yield. Weather past two weeks 
developed corn rapidly. Fruit is doing well. 
All other crop reports favorable. 


EUROPEAN CROPS. 


SHORTAGE OF WHEAT AND RYE 
REPORTED. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Aug. 8.—B, FT. Woodam, 
a wealthy business man of this city, who has 
just returned from an extended trip to Eu- 
rope, said to-day of the European crop out- 
look: 

Prices are already advancing on the or- 
dinary food stuffs because of the shortness 
ot the crops. When 1 left Hamburg, bread, 
both rye and wheat, had gone up % cents a 
loaf. Potatoes were selling at 6 marks, or 
$1.50 a bushel. In Central France and do 
to the Mediterranean the crop of olives is 
almost nothing. Thousands of acres of olives, 
one of the most profitable exports of France, 
are destroyed. The grain crop is also short, 
though it is thought that France is in better 
condition than Germany. The French crops 
are late, but their season is long and they ex- 
pect to harvest about a three-fourths crop. 

„The German crops are about six weeks 
late, and their season is short at best, soit is 
doubtful whether their harvest will amount 
to anything worthy of mention. Potatoes 
are terribly rotted because of the wet

A PEARL NECKLACE. | 


The Lavish Gift of a Duke to His Female 
Favorite. 


A DEAL OF TROUBLE ENTAILED BY THE 
PRECIOUS BAUBLE. 


Mile. Leblanc, the Owner, Forced to Part 
With the Jewels at Auction—Charged 
With Substituting Inferior Gems— 
Charges and Counter-Charges Bandied 
—Prospects Promising for a Noisome 
Scandal. 


PARIS, Aug. 8.—When the Duc D’Aumale, 
in his salad days, basked in 
the sunshine of the smiles of 
the beautiful actress, Loenide 
and presented her with a magnificent pearl 
necklace he little thought that this particu- 
lar necklace would one day become an object 
of interest to the world at large. Leonide 
Leblanc, like many other of 
her Class, has had to appeal 
toa public auction for assistance. Among 
the many precious gemg which left her jewel 
case and passed under the hammer of M. 
Duchesne, the auctioneer, was a magnificent 
pearl necklace which was specially announced 
of ‘‘origine princiere. Upon the catalogue 
of the sale it was described as a magnifi- 
cent and important necklace con- 
sisting of four rows of 212 
large white Oriental pearls, pear 
shaped, weighing 3,300 grains. The neck- 
lace was sold. It was valued at 200,000 francs 
and was knocked down to Messrs. Bloch 
Bros., the eminent jewelers, for 180,600 
francs. The trouble that has grown 
from this purchase is due to the fact that the 
Blochs refused to take possession of 
the necklace on the ground that 
it was not the one they thought they 
were buying and is not the one that became 
famous through the generosity of the Duc 
D’Aumale. All efforts toward personal 
reconciliation being in vain, it is upon this 
point that the affair will be fought out in the 
courts. Through her lawyers Mlle. Le- 
blanc served the Blochs last Tuesday with 
a summons to compel them to accept delivery 
of the pearls. 

Upon the other hand, the Blochs assert 
that they are determined to de re- 
venged, and that this action will 
be continued and that they will call 
as witness to prove that they are not the 
original pearls, the Duc d’Aumale, himself 
the original donor, and many other people 
who had lived in intimate rela- 
tions with Mile. Leblanc since that date. 
The matter has assumed such public im- 
portance that the auctioneer, Dechesne, has 
been interviewed. He says: 

THE AUCTIONEER’S STORY. 

first 1 understood that the 
necklace should be sold at the 
startling price of 200,000 francs, and 
it was only at my urgent advice and atthe 
representation of the Bloch firm that Mile, 
Leblanc consented to lower her terms to 
180 ,000 francs. When I went to 
her house she took from her safe a marvel- 
ous collection of jewels, among which was 
the necklace, inclosed in a light card- 
board box, which, while Mlle. Leblanc 
was showing me, the jewels burst, 
and allthe beads were scattered over the 
floor. Atthe sale the Messrs. Bloch bought 
the necklace for 180,400 francs, but 
made no cash deposit, because it 
is the custom at sales covering such 
important amounts that cash payment is 
not exacted until the day after the 
sale. The Bloch brothers came to 
my office and discussed the purchase, 
saying they were delighted with it, and 
promising to call the next day and settle the 
account. They did not do so, and 
being pressed, they declare now that 
it is another necklace, the real 
one having been sold some years ago by 
Mlle. Leblanc. Iknew nothing of this, and 
so far as Iam concerned, it was actually the 
famous necklace which I sold the other 
day. As for the other one, which I sold a few 
years ago, I understood that it was 
only as a matter of favor that Mlle. 
Leblanc acted as intermediary in its sale and 
that that particular necklace never had be. 
longed to her.’’ 

WHAT THE BUYER SAYS. 

The Messrs. Bloch on their side said 
they did not purchase the necklace 
for themselves, but for a client who desired 
to possess the authentic necklace. They pre- 
tend that the one they bought 
is not the original and that 
the real one was sold in 1883 
to M. Chemin,a jeweler in the Rue de la 
Paix, for 321,000 francs, They refuse to ac- 
cept delivery on the ground that they 
have been deceived. Chemin, the jeweler 
in question, confirms the Bloch statement, 
and asa proof of his assertion showed your 
correspondent to-day a receipt signed Le- 
blanc which ts exactly as follows: 

Received from M. Chemin the sum of three hun-

The history of the movement to secure 
the animals at the Fair Grounds for the 
foundation of a fine public ‘‘zoo’’ at 
Forest Park, whichis narrated elsewhere 
in to-day’s SUNDAY Post-DiIsPaTcH, is full 
of interest to St. Louisans.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


Considerable space has been given in the 
magazines to what is known as the Uni- 
versity Extension movement, by which is 
meant an extension of university training 
to include those who are unable to attend 
the regular college course. In other 
words, the college will come to all those 
who cannot go to the college. The plan of 
the societies having it in charge is to send 
lecturers to places where there is a demand 
for them, who will direct the studies and 
impart instruction by way of lectures. 
This instruction is’ to be in every way 
equal to, if not identical with, that given 
in the college with which the local group 
is affiliated andthe examinations will in- 
sure a degree of excellence fully as high as 
that of the regular college students. 

This is the purpose and in England it is 
well carried out. The training is said to 
be as complete and thorough as that of 
Oxford and Cambridge, except of course 
in the languages, which are not included 
in the extension course. In this country 
the work has only just been started and 
results are yet in the future. The men at 
the head of it are not smatterers and so far 
as they can control it the movement will 
no doubt issue in a wide diffusion of sound 
education. Butthere are so many eager 
searchers after the royal road to knowledge 
that it will be difficult to keep to the orig- 
inal purpose and there is danger that the 
movement will fall into the hands of a 
tribe of peripatetics sometimes called par- 
lor philosophers. This tribe is most in- 
fluential in the West, and while it would 
be untrue to say that they have done 
harm there is a practically unanimous 
opinion that they have done no good. In- 
struction which pretends to relieve the 
learner of study or which tempts him to 
dispense with independence of thought is 
not educational. The effect so far noted of 
the efforts of such instructors—who dis- 
dain to entertain any subject less recondite 
than DANTE or BROWNING or Hegel’s Phi- 
losophy—is to fill the pupils’ mouths with 
high sounding words, but not to fill their 
heads with the stuff which the mind is said 
to work upon when it works at all. If the 
University Extension movement falls into 
the hands of instructors of this class—and 
there are indications that point to that 
fate—it will be discredited at the outset 
and fail to accomplish the work for which 
itis designed. If, on the other hand, it 
can be kept under real University control 
and be managed by teachers of practical 
worth, there is no limit to its possible use- 
fulness. Collegiate education will be 
within the means of the humblest in the 
land.

PARTING OF THE WAYS 


The Great Issue to Be Met at the 
Brussels Labor Congress. 


Shall Socialism or Trades Unions Win 
the Victory ? 


A NEW PROBLEM PRESENTED TO THE 
CONFERENCE. 


Attitude of the International Association 
on the Jewish Question—To Whom the 
Origin of these World’s Conferences Is. 
Attributed— Where and When the First 
Gathering Was Held—The Downfall of 
the Commune and What Followed, 


Lonpon, Aug. 8,—The International Labor 
Congress to be held at Brussels, beginning 
Aug. 16, will probably do much toward decid- 
ing whether the workingmen of the world 
will march under the Socialist or under the 
purely trade union banner. If the proposi- 
tion is successful to adopt as auniform de- 
signation for all labor parties ot the world, 
a com mittee on title containing 
the term  ‘‘Socialist’’ the 
will have triumphed at least 
name. But if the Socialist designa- 
tion is omitted, pure trades unionism, 
as it is in England and the United States, 
will have won a victory. Tom Mann said to 
your correspondent: In it the parting 
ofthe ways and for my part I am nota 
Socialist.’’ It is believed that the exper- 
lence of this congress will go far toward 
solving the as yet undecided question of the 
practicability of the international labor or- 
ganization. The coming congress in Brus- 
sels is the successor of the International 
Labor Congress held in 1889 in 
the Rue de Lanlery, Paris. This 
nothing to do with the strictly 
Socialist Marx Congress held at the same 
time ih the Rue Rochechouart, and composed 
chiefly of German Ssocialistic Democrats, in- 
cluding several members of the Reichstag. 
The English in that congress, of whom 
there were a few, represented only them- 
selves. Inthe Rue de Laniery Congress the 
Englishmen workingmen were represented 
by not less than thirty-nine delegates, some 
of them, such as Fenwick, M. P., being purely 
trade unionists and others, like H. M. Hind- 
man, purely Socialists. It is but fair to the 
Socialists to say that they spared no 
effort to work in harmony with 


the trades-unionists, and the latter were 
willing to tolerate the socialism of Hindman 
but would have nothing to do with the Marzx- 
ism. As the Rue Laniery Congress called the 
Congress that is to meet a week from 
to-morrow, the conditions, with a similar 
representation of elements, would be favor- 
able for harmony. 
ANEW PROBLEM. 

There is one question to come before the 
Congress which, atthe timeitwas suggested 
was little expected to have the importance 
in has since assumed, namely, The 
attitude which the organized work- 
ers of all countries should assume 
with regard to the Jewish question.“ 
This was offered by the American Union of 
Workers speaking the Hebrew language. It 
is expected to evoke an exciting debate, for 
the English trades unions have their faces 
set against imported Hebrew labor, and the 
same feeling is spreading throughout the 
continent. The Jews, on the other hand, 
have eloquent and earnest advocates who 
will plead the right of the chosen people toa 
place among the workers of the earth, Itis 
believed in England that no plea will over- 
come the repugnance conceived toward the 
Russian refugees, but the Jews, it 18 said, 
will be satisfied if they can obtain an influ- 
ential indorsement from America, which 
they look upon as the promised land. Among 
other subjects to be considered is the conse- 
cration of the ist of May tothe principle of 
the eight hour working day. America will 
be interested in the proposition to hold the 
nextinternational congress, in 1893; and to 
have at the same time an international 
demonstration in that place. 

The Germans will, ft is expected, act a much 
more important part than in any congress 
previously held. German Socialists are 
greatly elated by their recent defeats—equiv- 
alent to victories—in contests for the Reich- 
stag, and by the position which they have 
compelled the older parties to assume—of 
united opposition to Socialism. In Germany, 
they claim, alone of all nations, the line is 
being distinctly drawn between the social 
democracy and the upper and middle classes 
that support the existing regime. With the 
constitutional representation, the victory of 
social democracy is in sight, and Germany 
will take the lead as the great democratic 
nation. Such are the German arguments as 
to why Germany should have an influential 
voice in the international deliberations of 
workingmen,. It is said that there is really 
no feeling between the French and the Ger- 
mans, and that they will fraternise as they 
did in Paris when the Germans sang Socialist 
verses set tothe ‘‘Marseillaise,’’ and Parisian 
workmen went out of their way to fete and 
honor the Germans. 

It seems how certain that this gathering 
will be the most important of its kind that 
has yet taken place, both in the number of 
countries, industries and workers actually 
represented and in the possible extent of its 
influence over the labor world, owing to the 
special conditions under which it will assem- 
ble. From a short synopsis of its predeces- 
sors a fair understanding of its spirit and ob- 
ject may already now be obtained. 

ORIGIN OF THE MOVEMENT. 

The first idea of an international associa- 
tion of workingmen, wrongly attributed to 
Mazzini, first took a definite form at the Lon- 
don Universal Exhibition of 1862, when the 
French delegates of labor societies were ten- 
dered a reception and banquet by a commit- 
tee of the English trades unions. In his ad 
dress of welcome the chairman of the English 
committee said:

For the first time a ked difference 
of opinion as to what may legitimately con- 
stitute private property and as to the meth- 
ods of social reform, manifested itself openly 
between the Marxists and the Proudhonians, 
between the Socialists and the Anarchists. 

The fourth congress was held at Basile in 
1969, and continued the work of its predeces- 
sor upon the same advanced lines. The In- 
ternational’’ had then received considerable 
accessions to its membership, induced by for- 
midable strikes and general un- 
éasiness in political circles. In 1870 
the Franco-German war prevented the 
meeting of the fifth congress, which was to 
discuss, among other questions, the abolition 
of public debts, the practical means of con- 
verting landed property into social property, 
and the conditions of co-operative production 
upon a national scale. The programme of 
the Paris Commune in 1871 was substantially 
that of the ‘‘International,’’whose members 
were the most prominent figures in the up- 
rising of the French capital. 

AFTER THE COMMUNE. 

After the downfall of the Commune several 
unsuceessful attempts were made to revive 
the dreaded association, and no Interna- 
tional Labor Congress of any importance 
could fora long time be held. The move- 
ment, however, underwent a thorough re- 
organization on national lines. In Germany 
tht Socialists made rapia progress in the po- 
litical feld until a year ago they cast nearly 
one and a half million votes for their candi- 
dates, thus developing at the polls a numer- 
ical strength greater than that of any other 
single political party in the Empire. 

In France their political successes were 
chiefly ofa local character, owing to dissen- 
sions, but in economic flelds they made steady 
progress by vastly entendingthe organiza- 
tion of their syndicats ouvriers (trade unions). 
In England the ‘‘new trade unionism,’’ so 
called, led by Burns, Mann, Tillett and oth- 
ers, is socialistic. The wage-working Masses 
of Belgium have long been pervaded with 
radical ideas, and their Dutch neighbors 
caught the infection, which has also spread 
to Denmark and Sweden. In Austria-Hun- 
gary, where the organization of trades has 
recently received a considerable impetus,the 
movement is conducted dy Socialists in the 
same spirit and upon the same lines as in 
Germany. Although less activity prevaliis in 
Italy, Spainand Portugal, the agitation of 
labor reformers in these countries, which 
dad long been exclusively of a revolutionary 
character, has lately resulted in the forma- 
tion of Socialist unions in cities and districts 
where manufacturing industries are some- 
what developed, and strikes, almost un- 
known previously, are now of frequent oc- 
currence,

PROVOKED AN ATTACK. 

He announced to the crowd that hg 
could whip any man in the para.

Several persons rusbeg 
up and separated them and ushered Burmay 
out ofthe yard. He went home, but returneg 
in a few minutes and said he was going to 
thrash some one, he did not care who, Recker 
again stepped forward to —_ pacity 
Burman and maintain the peace 
of the party, but Burman would 
not have it that way. He struck Recker in 
the face, and a number of blows were ex. 
changed, when Burman drew a knife and 
plunged it into Recker’s Dack. He retreated, 
and Mrs. Recker ran forward to get between 
the men when she, too, was stabbed 
inthe arm by Burman. Recker’s son-in-iaw 
pounced upon Burman and succeeded in 
getting the knife out of his hand. several 
Others caught hold of the desperate man, 
but he fought them off with his fists, feet ang 
teeth until thrown down. 

ALMOST A LYNCHING. 

Cries ot lynch him, ‘‘hang him, came 
from the crowd, and, the suggestion 
seemed to meet with favor. Bur. 
man was Kicke@d and sluggea by 
half a dosen men who surrounded 
line. When the cries of hynch him were 
heard, he was pulled to his feet and dragged 
to the sidewalk, where an immense crowd 
had gathered, and it seemed the intention 
of those who had their hands on him te 
dangle his body froma tree in front of his 
residence. At every step Burman was struck 
witha fist, a elub or boot and was Dleeding 
from many scalp wounds. At this juncture 
OfficerjReilly appeared with several policemen 
and beatingtheir way through the crowd 
with their clubs reached the victim and toox 
charge of him. A sharp battle with fleu 
and clubs for possession of Burman followed 
but the cflicers finally won and ran off with 
him to the station, the crowd hooting and 
cursing.

Pugilists Have Overlooked the Merits of 
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down in three rounds, 


General and Local Happenings. 


New Tonk, Aug. 8.—There is a great deal 
of talk at present among men who interest 
themselves in the doings of boxers, about 
Sullivan and Slavin. The relative merits of 
Long Jim Hall and Long Bob Fitzsimmons 
are also being discussed. George Dixon’s 
latest victory is still talked about and Mc- 
Auliffe and Gibbons come in for their share 
of the argument, but about a pugilist whose 
mame is often mentioned nowadays, 
Americans know comparatively little. 
This man is Pritchard, the present 
holder of the middleweight and the heavy- 
weight championships of England. On the 
other side of the herring pond be is regarded 
as the coming middleweight champion of the 
world, Pritchard is anxious totry conclu- 
sions with Fitzsimmons or Hall. He would 
make anadmirable showing with either of 
the boxers. Should he get ona match with 
the latter the probabilities are that 
he would be at least an even money 
chance. Against Fitzsimmons Pritchard 
would be second choice, for American 
sporting men believed Jack Dempsey invin- 
cible, and it is only nat ur al that they should 
have great faith in his conqueror. No matter 
what the odds may be against him when he 
meets the New Zealander, for it appears to 
be a sure thing that they will come together 
sooner or later, Pritchard will give his 
backerfa run tor their money. In London 
he is a great favorite. He is a natty sort ofa 
fellow and looks more like a well-paid clerk 
than a fighter. His career has 
been a checkered one. on the 15th 
of last month Pritchard clebrated 
his 224 birthday, so he is practically a 
youngster, but a dangerous one for any 
middle-weight to try on, His father is a 
Knight of St. Crispin, and he still makes foot- 
gear for the good people of Lambeth, 
England, where Jem Smith’s conqueror was 
born. Ted learned the cobbler's trade and at 
14 was considered a first-class workman, but 
the sedentary life of a cobbler was scarcely 
to Ted’s likihg, and it was clearly demon- 
strated that he would not stick to his last. 
He was a lad whose aspirations soared far 
higher than the vocation of a shoemaker, 
and he at least did not believe in the axiom, 
„there's nothing like leather. 

PRITCHARD’S CAREER. 

When he reached his 15th year Pritchard 
became a member of a company of traveling 
boxers. In England dozens of such troops 
may be seen at every country fair. Prizes of 
from $1 to $3, according to the conditions of 
the proprietor’s exchequer, are offered to 
outsiders who can ‘‘stay’’ four rounds with 
any ofthecompany. The man who wishes 
to try for this money is pitted against one of 
the boxers of about his own weight and 
an admission of from 5 cents to 2 
cents is charged to the show. 

Pritchard was a great success. He was en- 
gaged ata salary which would amount to 
about $7.50in American money, and he con- 
sidered himself well paid. His duties con- 
sisted of meeting five, tenand sometimes as 
many as twenty men ina day. If any of them 
succceded in *‘staying’’ with him the stipu- 
lated number of rounds, one-quarter of the 
sum paid to the successful contestant was de- 
ducted from Ted’s weekly stipendary emolu- 
ment. 

It soon began to dawu on Ted that he could 
make more money in boxing competitions 
with much less effort, and he entered two 
tournaments in Lambeth, both of which he 
won. Subsequently he gave away too much 
weightto alocal boxer named ‘‘Pudney’’ 
Sullivan, and was beaten. A heavyweight 
named Bill Whitely also proved too much 
for Pritcha rd. 

After these experiences he decided to pick 
out men of his own weight, but he has won 
battle after battle with middleweights. He 
grew bolder and tackled big uns“ with un- 
varying success. After making a second 
tour with a penny' show, as these travel- 
ing companies are called, Pritchard went to 
London. He won several competitions 
there, and was soon matched 
against Jem Hayes for $500 
aside. Thisfight took place in February, 
3889. Seeing their favorite badly beaten, 
Hayes’ friends broke into the ring and 
stopped the proceedings. Pritchard, how- 
ever, was giventhe stakes. Three months 
later Pr enge was matched against Ober 
Burns fof a like amount. This contest lasted 
two rou , and Burns was not in it.“ By 
this time t London sports begun to talk 
about the Lambeth boxer and Alf Mitchell, 
then regarded as the cleverest middleweight 
in England, sought a match withthe new 
comer. Pritchard readily found backing for 
$1,000, but it was several months before the 
affair was arranged. Pritchard was attacked 
with pneumonia and it was not until Decem - 
ber of last year that he faced Mitchell in the 
ring. An interesting battle ensued and 
Pritchard won in four rounds. Jack Burke, 
the ‘‘Irish lad,’’ who was considered a first- 
class man in his class, saw Mitchell van- 
quished and lost no time in challenging the 
winner. They signed articles to box for 
$2,500 a side and the middle-weight champion- 
ship of England. They met last March. 
Burke was the favorite. The fact 
that he had made such a good show- 
ing with both John L. Sullivan and 
Frank Slavin told in the betting. Burke was 
so far outclassed by Pritchard, however, 
tliat many of his admirers believed that he 
had sold the fight. There was nd real ground 
for this suspicion. Pritchard proved himself 
to be an infinitely better boxer anda greater 
general. Burke was badly beaten in three 
rounds. After this victory Pritchard an- 
nouneed his willingness to box any middle- 
weight in the world, with preference for 
Fitzsimmons and Hall. As negotiations were 
then pending between the _ antipo- 
Geans neither of them paid any atten- 
tion to the Briton’s defi. Mean- 
while Abington, an English sport, 
whose name is known pretty near the world 
over, set about to match Pritchard against 
Jem Smith, who, in spite of his defeats by 
Jackson and Slavin, was the recogni 
heavyweight champion of England, Abin 
never liked Pritchard, and he vowed that he 
would have him whipped. 

It was Abington who furnished all Mitchell's 
stake money. 

He also put up Jack Burke’s stakes, Pritch- 
ard was ready to make a match with Smith, 
and after some dally-dallying on the latter’s 
part, articles of agreement were

AMATEUR ATHLETES. 


A QUESTION OF ETHICS—THE MANHATTANS 
SCATTERED—GOSSIP. 

New YORK, Aug. 8.—The Board of Managers 
ofthe New England District Association of 
the Amateur Athletic Union at their meeting 
last Monday suspended Alexander Moffert, 
the Manhattan Athietic Club’s champion 
amateur one-mile swimmer of America. He 
was suspended for competing in the July 4 
quarter-mile amateur swimming race, held 
on the Charles River at Boston under the 
auspices of the city of Boston. The ostensible 
reason was that the event had not been reg- 
istered by the New England District As- 
sociation. The first notice I had 
that these games had not been 
registered was some weeks after 
the competition took place. It ap- 
peared in the shape ofatelegram from New 
York printed in the Boston newspapers. I 
should like to know just where this initiatory 
move originated in the city of New York. As 
far as I ha ve been able to discover the New 
England District Association did not give any 
notice that the July 4fixture was not regis- 
tered. In failing to do so, and in subse- 
quently punishing an innocent victim of the 
carelessness and neglect of the 
Association’s official, the board cor 
tainly acted contrary to the »prin- 
ciples of true amateur sport. 

The New England District Association of- 
ficials cannot plead that it was not part of 
the Association’s duty to give notice to ama- 
teur athletes of amateur games that were 
unregistered, forthe reason that in the Bos- 
ton Globe of Aug. (the following notice ap- 
peared: s 

The Board of Managers of the New England Ama- 
teur Athletic Union desire to call the attention of 
the amateur athletes of New England to the fact 
that the games of the Irish National Athletic Asso- 
clotion, to be held at Oak Island on Aug. 5, are not 
authorized by the N. E. A. A. U., and any amateurs 
competing at thase games will be Mable to suspen- 
sion or disqualifi on. 

It is also in order for the New England Dis. 
trict Association’s officials to explain to an in- 
quiring amateur public why it is that Alexan- 
der Moffort was suspended and no action was 
taken with regard to the Athletes who com- 
peted against him July 4. 

At the same meeting the board took 
the following action by which, as 
can be plainly seen, they stultified 
themselves: A communication was re- 
ceived fromthe Boston A. A. asking that the 
sentence imposed on the two B. A. A. men, 
G. L. Osborne and O. H. Norris, who com- 
petedin the swimming matches at Provi- 
dence last spring, be removed. Swimming 
Instructor Robinson of the B. A. A. appeared 
before the board and stated that it was 
through his ignorance that the men com- 
peted inthe matches. The Board voted to 
reopen the case and referred back the whole 
matter to the Reinstating Committee, with 
recommendations to have the disqualification 
removed. It will come to the surface later 
on just what the underlying motive 
is for the Meffort suspension. Itis the duty 
of Mr. Meffort to make an appealtothe Cen- 
tral Board. In my judgment the action 
taken, there being no precedent to the con- 
trary, only affects his competing in events 
held under the jurisdiction of the New En- 
gland District Association of the A. A. U. I 
trust that this will be the decision of the 
Central Board, and that Mr. Meffort will be 
allowed to compete in the national one-mile 
championship on Aug. 21, at Philadelphia. 
In the event of the Central Board not accept- 
ing this view of the case, it would perhaps 
reopen Mr. Meffort’s case upon appeal and 
set aside the verdict of the New England 
District Association.

AMONG GOTHAM WHEELMEN. 

New YORK, Aug. 8.—At the meeting of the 
League of American Wheelman to be held at 
Hartford next month one amendment of spe- 
cialinterest to the New York division will be 
considered. It referstoclub membership in 
the league. At the present time to be a 
league club it is necessary to make every 
member of the club an individual league 
member. To this some of the clubs object, 
Claiming thatit isan individual’s right to 
join the league or not. It is considered unfair 
to force a new member of a club immediately 
to join another organization at an additional 
expense. This does not mean that the clubs 
discourage membership in the league. On the 
contrary, they preachit on every occasion. 
But the compulsory clause isirksome. The 
amendment, if it should prevail, will make it 
necessary to have only a three-quarter mem- 
bership in the league to be eligible tothe 
league as a club. Another amendment will 
come up. Itrescinds the law enacted a year 
ago at Niagara, which extends the term of 
the President from one to two years. If this 
should be adopted the present incumbent 
would be legisiated out of office at the end of 
his present year’s service.

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JIM CORBETT’S DEFENSE. 


HE REPLIES TO THOSE WHO CRITICISE 
HIS FIGHT WITH Jackson. 


The Referee Accused of Violating an 
Agreement Which He Had Previously 
Suggested Making—What Corbett Has 
to Say. 


Now that the smoke of pugilistic battle has 
died away and the sporting world is at ease, 
Jam going to endeavor to write a letter on 
my late fight with Peter Jackson at the Call 
fornia Athletic Club. In the first place, 1 do- 
sire to remind the world that I am confident 
of my superiority as a boxer over all uch 
men as Jackson. Perhaps some one will say, 
Why didn’t you whip the black man when 
you fought him? In plain words, I was a sick 
man and am now at the present time under a 
physician’s treatment, but sick or well, 
I could not have lost my fight 
with Jackson, as I knew too 
much to let him lick me, 
Ido not wanttobe understood as belittling 
the Antipodean, for he is a wonderful boxer,

a very respectable man in private life and it 
will be a long time before his master is found. 
Enough has been sgald in his behalf to war- 
rant me in giving my version of the famous 
no contest and some of the particulars 
which have never yet found ugut. lam go- 
ing to deal with this affair in sections and 
fully so, that the public may have, as they 
should always have, two sides of the ques- 
tion. :

In the very first place I committed a griev- 
ous error in singing a California Athletic

I be- 
gan building up my constitution before I 
commenced hard work so that I might re- 
main strong during my preparations for the 
fight. As time went on S&carcely anyone 
thought I hada ghost of ashow towin, ex- 
cepta bold and prominent sporting writer 
residing at New Orleans. John Donaldson, 
who trained me, with Billy Delaney, could 
not help noticing my poor condition and 
cautioned me against throwing away my 
chances to win by going into the ring unwell. 
But my pride was aroused and nothing 
short of losing a limb would cause me to fall 
in the California ring. I knew how clever 
Jackson was, but I knew how I could fight 
and with, you might say, the world against 
me, I gave the Jackson men the chance they 
wanted at mo. 

The night of the battle at hand and with 
great odds and great scores of people all 
fully imbued with the idea that I was bound 
to be whipped, Iarrived at the club and 
began to dress for thefray. Referee Hiram 
Cook called me and, in Jackson's presence, 
said he wanted toknow what kind of break- 
away I wanted, I answered that whatever 
Jackson wanted suited me. We, Cook, Jack- 
son and I, talked over the matter and it was 
unanimously agreed that each man was to 
look out for himseifin the breakaway. So, 
that much done, I was ready to begin. When 
we began the fight I found out 
Jackson’s plan in a couple of minutes, 
much easier than Jexpected. When Jackson 
rushed at me I smashed bim in the stomach 
and in the jam I clinched him as he was never 
before clinched. The clinching rattled him 
nigh unto death. He couldn’t get loose and 
he didnt know how he was held. In the 
breakaway I got onto his head and heart 
and hada nice time indeed. This kind of 
thing went on for four rounds and Peter got 
mad each clinch and each breakaway until 
the referee warned me about hitting when 
breaking away. I reminded him of our agree- 
ment but he said we were to obey orders 
and agreements didn’t go, s0, you 
can readily imagine that I then regretted 
that I ever consented to box in the California 
Club. Why did the referee interfere with 
Jackson and I when he asked us to come to 
an understanding about breaking away? The 
answer is plain to all who Know how bitter 
this clup’s directors are to me. No fair- 
minded man will deny that when I got the 
better of Australian Peter and soaked him 
until he was sick inthe break away that it 
was decidedly friendly to my opponent to 
make me stop. Why didn’t our referee say 
as any good man should have done, Wen, 
Peter, you both agreed on the hitting in the 
break, and now each of you Must look out 
for yourself.

What made Peter get mad when breaking 
away if it wasn’t because I was his master at 
the game?

Secretary Atkinson Favors a General Oru- 
sade Against Unlicensed Midwives— 
Fully One Hundred Now in St. Louis— 
A Question of the Board’s Authority 
Under an Indefinite Law. 


Dr. R. O. Atkinson, the new Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, will probably 
start the city Board of Health on a little in- 
vestigating work during the coming week. 
The State Board Secretary has been advised 
that in all probability Mrs. Louise 
Hotson is still following the 
practice of midwifery in St. Louls 
and he proposes to confer with Dr. A. C. 
Robinson of the Oity Board of Health and 
with Health Commissioner Dudley on the 
subject with a view of ascertaining if his in- 
formation is correct. Midwife Hotson’s li- 
cense gs a midwife was revoked recently by 
the State Board under charges arising from 
the developments of the Laura Fitts case, 
and she is, therefore, debarred from the 
practice of midwifery in the State of Mis- 
souri. It is for the purpose of supporting its 
revocation of Mrs. Hotson’s license that the 
State Board will suggest the investigation by 
the local health officers. 

WILL NOTIFY THE HEALTH COMMISSIONER. 

**I have no knowledge of my own that Miss 
Hotson is defying the authority of the State 
Board by still practicing her profession,’’ 
sald Dr. Atkinson yesterday to a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter, but I am m- 
formed that her sign as a midwife 
ig still out, and I think that the case warrants 
looking into. Shouldit be discovered that 
she has practiced widwifery since her name 
was stricken from the list of authorized mid 
wives, she will of course, be liable to 
the penalty provided in such cases. 

Under the act creating the State Board 
of Health and defining its powers, the pen- 
alty for a practice of medicine or surgery 
after the revocation of license is a 
fine of not less than 880, nor 
more than „ or imprisonment in 
jail for a period of not less than thirty or 
more than 865 days. The matteris one that 
will have to be attended to by the local 
authorities, as the State Board’s jurisdiction 
in the matter ended with the revocation of 
Mrs. Hotson’s license. But I consider it 
proper to notify the health Commissioner 
and let him make what investigation he may 
think proper.

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AT A MOB’S MERCY. 


Judge Botkin’s Life Imperiled If He 
Does His Duty. 


A PAGE FROM THE JUDICIAL HISTORY 
OF “BLEEDING KANSAS.” 


— 


Threatening Letters Received by the 
Magistrate—Political Phases of the 
Murder of Ool. Sam Wood by Brennan— 
A Far-Reaching Feud and Its Trail of 
Blood—Details of the Crime. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. Judge Theodosius 
Botkin of the Thirty-second Judicial District, 
who was charged by the friends of the late 
Sam Wood with being tmplicated in his mur- 
der, is inthecity to-day. Judge Botkin has 
received numerous letters, anonymous and 
otherwise, warning him that the friends of 
wood would kill him if he attempted to sit 
on the bench while the trial of 
James Brennan, the murderer, is in progress. 
One post-marked Topeka and signed ‘‘A 
Friend,“ stated that plans had been per- 
fected by Wood’s friends to prevent his sit- 
ting as a Judge at Brennan’s trial,and in that 
event Brennan would be assassinated in the 
court-room. The writer attempts to convey 
the impression that he is interested in Bot- 
kin's welfare and that he ig in a position to 
know of the plang of his enemies. Judge 
Botkin does not delieve that this 
letter was written to him in a friendly spirit, 
but for the purpose of frightening him. The 
other letter came from an old personal friend 
of Judge Botkin in Oklahoma, and informs 
him that Ed Short has left the Territory for 
Western Kansas with the avowed intention 
ofavenging Sam Wood’s murder. It also 
states that Short has it in for Judge Botkin in 
particular, and warns him to be on the look - 
out for him. Ed Short was Town Marshal 
when Sam Wood was Mayor of Woods- 
dale, and he is known to be one of the most 
desperate men in the county. 

Short was the leader of the Woodsdale 
faction in Stephens County, and it was he 
who attempted toarrest Sam Robinson. the 
Hugoton Marshal, in the neutral strip, which 
finally resulted in the killing of Sheriff Oross 
and party atthe hay stacks. Judge Botkin 
will not say whether he intends to try the 
case or not. If an attempt is made to bull - 
dose he will fight it out. 

The Woodsdale faction in Stevens County is 
becoming desperate as the trialof Brennan 
approaches with the indications in favor of 
his acquittal. The case is set for trial at the 
September term of courtand the Attorney- 
General, who will prosecute it, will be ac- 
companied by a guard from the Kansas 
National Guards. The friends of Wood 
will attempt to introduce evidence 
at the trial going to show that Wood’s death 
was the result of a conspiracy in which Bot- 
kin was implicated, and trouble will cer- 
tainly follow if he presides at the trial. 
Judge Botkin is not the least bit frightened 
at the numerous threats aimed at him and he 
willenter the stronghold of his enemies next 
month without hesitation. 

THE ORIME. 

Col. S. N. Wood, the most noted man in 
Western Kansas, was brutally murdered on 
June 28 last by James Brennan. The murder 
of Col. Wood is only one of a long list of trag- 
edies that have resulted from the notorious 
Stevens County seat war. The tragedy re- 
sulted directly from one immediately precea- 
ing it, which has become known the 
country over as the Sheriff Cross murder 
case. The county seat war was waged 
between the towns of Hugoton and Woods- 
dale. The latter was founded by Sam Wood, 
the victim of to-day’s murder, who was the 
leader of that faction which held thatin the 
county-seat election the victory had been 
obtained by fraud by the adherents of Hugo- 
ton. Several ineffectual attempts had been 
made by the Woodsdale people to remove the 
county records from Hugoton to Woodsdale, 
and establish the county seat there. One day 
about twenty five Woodsdale men armed 
themselves and marched in the direc- 
tion of Hugoton. They were met by Sheriff 
Cross of Hugoton witha posse. In a parley 
which ensued the Woodsdale people said they 
had no belligerent intentions, and 
were only going down to the 
Indian Territory hunting. They 
marched down into the Territory, and Sheriff 
Cross and his posse followed them. That 
same night a battle ensued between the two 
parties in which the Sheriff and five of his 
posse were killed. Most of the Woodsdale 
party were arrested on a warrant issued from 
the United States Court at Paris, Tex., in the 
criminal jurisdiction of which is the Indian 
Territory. The trial resulted in conviction. 
The case was appealed tothe Supreme Court, 
where the verdict was reversed and the case 
remanded for trial. The case is still pending. 

During the trial at Paris, Tex., Brennan 
was one of the principal witnesses for the 
State. Sam Wood was one of the defendant’s 
counsel, and during the trial handled Bren- 
nan without gloves. Brennan swore revenge, 
and when he heard that Sam Wood was in 
town he armed himself, and after a search 
found Wood standing on the corner. Without 
warning he drew his revolver and fired four 
shots into his victim’s heart. Wood expired 
without uttering a word. 

Sheriff Cann attempted to arrest the mur- 
derer, but Brennan stood the officer off with 
his revolver. Finally he surrendered to 
Sheriff Weir of Morton County, who jturned 
him over to Sheriff Cann. 

POLITICAL PHASES. 

Like every Kansan topic there was a polit- 
ical phase tothe Killing of Col. Sam Wood, 
which will be very manifest in the coming 
campaign, Whether the Republican party 
had anything todo with the deplorable af- 
fair at Hugoton or not, it will be denounced 
for it, and the old Coffeyville explosion 
which served for political clap-trap for two 
years will be forgotten in the new issue. The 
hew party which was sprung on the public 
at Cincinnati does not require very many 
facts to evolve a theory. 

Sam Wood was a veritable Moses to the 
People’s party. He was listened to as one 
inspired. His jokes, whether good or bad, 
were laughed at, and when an emergency 
was to be met Wood was always appealed 
to and was never found wanting. Whether 
he was honest or dishonest in his motives 
made but little difference to the leaders of 
new political party. The masses had an ex- 
aggerated idea of his greatness, and the 
party which prononnced Judge Botkin ‘‘not 
guilty’’ and made it possible to have him 
killed while attending one ot the sittings of 
Judge Botkin’s court will have to answer for 
it all. The stories which have been told of 
Wood will be toldand retoldon the stump. 
His past record, only so far as it bespeaks his 
virtues, will be forgotten, and his anti. 
Slavery and anti-Monopoly record alone re- 
membered. Kansas is essentially a State of 
hero worshipers, It will make one of Sam 
Wood the same agit has madeof Jim Lane 
and now makes of James G. Blaine. 

Stories without end can be told of Col. 
Wood. He was so. clearly identified with the 
organization and growth of the State that his 
biography is its history. He came to Kansas 
thirty-seven years ago, and at once attained 
a leadership as an anti-slavery agitator, 
which he has maintained ever since. He has 
belonged toevery political party organized 
since 1854, and has held more offices than any 
Ban who ever lived in the State. 
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at Hugoton, says in a recent letter to the To- 
peka Denivcrat that her husband’s murder was 
the result of a conspiracy on the part of the 
Republican. party. She declares that the 
work of the last State Senate is completed. 
After reviewing the trial, which took her 
husband to Hugoton, she calls

**Ool. Wood came out of the court 
room into the vestibule,’’ she says, 
stepped out upon the ground; as he did so he 
turned his back to Brennan, who quickly 
Grew his pistol and shot him in the back or 
left shoulder. 


got out the buggy and was trying to get be- 
tween them and had almost reached my hus- 
band when Brennan put the pistol close to 
his faceand shot him through the head, and 
he fell and died in about five minutes. 

She then gives in detail the manner in 
which Brennan resisted an attempt on the 
part of Sheriff Cann of Stevens County to ar- 
rest him, finally surrendering to the Sheriff 
of Marton County. In conclusion she says: 
This Jim Brennan has been for more than a 
year a devoted attache of Judge Botkin, at- 
tending his court at different places with 
him; he has been at every meeting of our 
County Commissioners armed and in the 
room with them ever since the beginning of 
the County Commissioner and County A ttor- 
ney contest. These facts have been given me 
by men who witnessed them. My husband 
was dying and I did not watch the crowd. 
There is not the least doubt in mind but 
that this murder was planned by Judge Bot- 
kin, O' Connor and other citizens of Hugoton 
er circumstance confirms this conclu · 

on.“ 0 

Woops WAR RECORD. 

Col. Sam Wood was well known to many 
Missourians in the early part of the civil war. 
He was the commander of Wood’s Battalion 
of cavalry, composed of Kansas volunteers, 
and for several months was camped at Rolla, 
in Phelps County, on the hill opposite the 
town. The Qattalion proved to be excellent 
raiders and scouts. Leader and men were 
the product of Bleeding Kansas during the 
days of free soil and border rufflanism, and 
they came to Missouri not free from the taint 
that attached to the dreaded name of Kan- 
sas Jayhawkers.’’ 

Wood, himself, was a man of talent, a good 
stump speaker, witty, argumentative and 
combative, always ready with tongue, pen 
and sword to assist his peculiar sentiments. 
With his twisted mouth he talked and argued 
incessantly. He wrote fora St. Louis paper 
a stinging article in reply to some claim for 
slaves set up by a British vice-congul, which 
is of no mortal interest now. Wood and his 
raiders were sent out on expeditions against 
rebel bands in Texas, Dent, Wright and 
Howell Counties, and especially among the 
Current River hills. His nowing reports did 
as much as his revolvers in spreading the 
fame of his exploits and the terrors of his 
name. Aneffort wasmade by the military 
authorities to attach Wood’s battalion to 
some brigade. But Wood refused to be 
brigaded. His Kansastraining was opposed 
to co-operation. 

He would share his glory and plunder with 
no one. 

He resigned his commission two or three 
times, but througe some unknown influence 
his commission was restored and he had his 
own way. 

He made a noted raid into Arkansas and, 
striking a rebel force atthe foot of Pilot Hill, 
near Salem, in Fulton Oounty, cut them to 
pleces. Soon afterwards Gen. Curtis with 
his army passed over the battle ground and 
campedtwo or three weeks at Batesville, 
where Wood’s battalion joined him. The 
first person of decided Union sentiments to 
greet the arrival of the Federals was a 
woman, Mrs. Newman, a most fearless and 
resolute lady. She invited the Union officers 
todine, andamong them was Col. Wood, 
whose identity was unknown to her. He 
wore slippers and his tread was as light as an 
Indian. 

At dinner she was outspoken and de- 
nounced Wood, the Kansas Jayhawker, who 
had come down into Arkansas and plundered 
Southern and Union people alike. Wood bore 
the castigation with equanimity and good 
humor, even siding with his traducer in con- 
demning himself. After dinner Wood was 
introduced to his hostess as the man whose 
name had inspired her with terror. She was 
shocked at first, then her prejudice was 
changed into an agreeable surprise thatthe 
terrible man turned out to be a mild-man- 
nered, quiet, agreeable gentleman.

THE DROUGHT IN MEXICO. 


TO SHOOT THE SKY. 


The Rainmakers Prepare to Bombard the 
Heavens From Texas. 


TONS OF EXPLOSIVES AND SCORES OF 
BALLOONS ON THE GROUND. 


How the Apparatus Is to Be Used in the 
Effort to Make the Clouds Weep and 
Cause the Arid Regions to Bloom—A 
Description of the Scientists’ Outfit 
The Canton (O.) Wizard. 


MIDLAND, Tex., Aug. 8.~The rain makers 
have arrived at Moris Ranch, and the bom 
bardment of the sky is to be begun some day 
Guring the coming week. Just what day the 
operations will commence has not yet been 
determined.In fact there has been much mys 
tery about the whole affair. At first it was 
understood that these tests were to be made 
in some part of desert Kansas, but Texas 
was finally agreed on,though the fact was not 
given out at Washington, and little if any- 
thing was known of the intention of the 
scientific gentlemen until their arrival 
here on Thursday morning last with their 
rain-making paraphernalia on a west · bound 
train over the Texas & Pacific road. 

THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL. 

Gen. R. G. Dyrenforth, who will have 
charge of the experiments, was seen to-day 
and asked for information on the project he 
had in hand. The gentleman claims that there 


is no disposition to deprive the public of any 
information astothe manner of conducting 
the experiments or the results, but Gen. 
Dyrenforth says frankly that he will have so 
much on his mind, and so much labor and 
careful calculation and study to be performed 
in this experiment, that he does not want to 
be interrupted by inquirers or investigators 
during the progress of the work. I intend 
that every fact shall be known, he said, 
wand in the most intelligent and useful form 
possible, but I want to make the experiments 
first, and to make themcarefully. Then there 
will be time enough to tell the story of the 
work and the results, if there are any.’’ 

Jou are not confident then, General, ot the 
successful result, was suggested. 

**Oertainly Iam not over-confident,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘Why should I be? 

At is an experiment pure and simple, one 
never tried before, and there are no data or 
even the most unimportant experience to 
guide us in formingan opinion as to what 
will be the result.I certainly hope that it may 
be a success, and the more I study the mat- 
terthe more strongly I am impressed with 
the feeling that there may be good founda- 
tion for the theory that concussions produce 
rain. 

‘*‘Whether they will do so under the unfav- 
orable conditions which prevail in’the regions 
where this sort of thingis mo is, of 
course, quite another question. so far as 
Iam concerned I intend that the test shall be 
as thorough and as intelligently made as pos- 
sible under the circumstances.’’ 

This expedition was authorized by Con- 
gress, and $90,000 appropriated’ to its use, so 
it will be seen the experiment is not in any 
sense a ‘‘crank’’ scheme, but purely a gcien- 
tific effort to moisten the dry sands the 
baren wastes of the West with rain produced 
by artificial means. 

METHODS TO BE EMPLOYED. 

In. carrying out the experiment captive 
balloons will be sent up in which will be ob- 
servers to test the quantities of moisture and 
electricity at various heights, of from 1,000 to 
7,000 feet above the earth. These will be con- 
nected by telephone with the earth, so that 
observation may be taken simultaneously 
with delicate instruments at the earth and in 
the various strata of air at a distance of from 
1,000 to 7,000 feet. 

If it is found that a stratum of air at a mile 
height has more moisture than near the sur- 
face, experiments will be madetosee what 
the effect of explosions there will be, and 
whether the rain, if produced, will be able to 
fall through the dry air below it without be- 
ing absorbed, and if it is so absorbed, 
whether it can be shaken out of the lower 
stratum of air which has soabsorbed it. Ob- 
servations will meantime be made both on 
the earth and in captive balloons as near to 
those exploded as is safe tor them toap- 
proach. 

When these preliminary experiments are 
satisfactorily made, the grand experiment 
will begin. A line of explosives will be placed 
in about the position that a line of battle is 
arranged, stretching about three miles in 
length anda half in width. There are vari- 
ous kinds of these explosives here. On the 
ground there will be mortar for firing ‘‘rack- 
a-rock’’ powder and dynamite, sothat the 
earth may do its part in conveying 
the sound and motion from the 
concussion, and that the smoke 
which is supposed by some to have some 
bearing may also be present. Large kites, 
from six to twelve feet high, will be 
sent aloft bearinga bunch of explosives at 
their tails and connected by a fine copper 
wire with a battery. To go the required 
height with these they will be ‘‘driven tan- 
dem,’’ attaching the end ofas much line as 
the first one will carry to the second kite and 
sending both on up, attaching the second to 
the third, andsoon. This plan will also be 
pursued where necessary in getting balloons, 
where wires attached to the necessary 
height. 

When everything is in readiness, with the 
mortars planted and the kites in air, the 
balloons will be sent up at a distance of say 
100 feet, and the experiment will be fairly 
under way. 

WHAT THE MACHINES LOOK LIKE. 

The party has brought with them 100 bal- 
loons m ten to twenty feet in diameter and 
capable of holding from 500 to 6,000 cubic feet 
of gas, hundreds of kites from six to twelve 
feet high, miles of copper wire, quanti- 
ties of nitro-glycerine and dyna- 
mite and powder, batteries for gener- 
ating electricity and machinery for 
generating hydrogen and oxygen. These 
machines devised for generating oxgen will 
make more oxygen inan hour than was ever 
made by any machine before in a day. They

Various Ways of Cooking Omelettes— How

Breakfast is a hard thing to manage in 
America, particularly in a country house, as 
people have different ideas about eating a 
hearty meal at 9 o’clock or earlier, All who 
bave lived much in Europe are apt to prefer 
the continental fashion of a cup of tea or cof- 
fee in one’s room, with perhaps an egg and a 
roll, Then to do one’s work or pleasure, as 
the case might be, and totake the ‘‘de jeuner 
a la fourchette’’ at Ii or 12. To most brain 
workers this is a blessed boon, forthe heavy 
American breakfast of chops, steaks, eggs. 
forcement balls, sausages, broiled chicken, 
stewed potatoes, baked beans and hot cakes, 
good as it is, is apt to render a person 
stupid. 

It would be better if this meal could be 
rendered less heavy, and always that the 
visitor should be given the alternative of tak- 
ing a cup of tea in her room, and not appear- 
ing until luncheon. 

The breakfast dishes most tobe commend - 
ed may begin with the omelette. 

They are innumerable, the omelette family 
—plain and with parsley, the fancy omelette 
and the creamy omelette; Learn to make 
every sort from any cocking: ask and your 
family will never starve. 

Conquer the art of toasting bacon with a 
fork. It isa fine relish for your egg, no mat- 
terhow cooked. Tofry good English bacon 
in a pan until it is hard is to disfigure one of 
fortune’s best gifts. 

Study above all things to learn how to pro- 
duce good toast. Not all the cooks in the 
great kingdom, or empire, or republic of 
France (whatever it may be at this minute) 
can produce a good slice of toast. They call 
it ‘‘pain roti,’’ and well they may, for after 
the poor bread has been burned they put it 
inthe oven and roast it. No human being 
caneatit. It is taken away and grated up 
for sawdust. 

They make delicious toasts in England and 
in a few houses in America. 

The bread should be a little stale, the slice 
cut thin, the fire perfect, a toasting fork 
should hold it before the coals, which are as 

Juno’s eyes; it should bea delicate brown, 
dropped on a hot plate, fresh butter put on 
at once, and then—ah! 

Twould temptthe dying anchorite to 
eat. Then conquer cream toast, and there 
is anexalted substance called Boston 
brown bread,’’ whichis delicious toasted 
and bolied in milk. 

Muffins are generally failuresin the United 
States. Why after conquering the English, 
we cannot conquer their muffins,I donot 
know. They are well worth repeated 
efforts. 

We make up on our hot biscuitsand rolls, 
and as for our waffies, griddle cakes and 
Sally Lunns, we distance competition. 

Do not believe that they are unhealthy! 
Nothing which is well cooked is unhealthy to 
everybody, and all things which are good are 
unhealthy to somebody. Everyone must 
determine for himself what is healthy and 
unhealthy. 

A foreign breakfast in France consists of 
eggs in some form or another, frequently au 
beaue noir, which is butter melted in a little 
vinegar and allowed to brown, a stew of veg- 
etables and meat, a little cold meat, tongue, 
ham or cold roast beef, a very good salad, a 
little pastry, cheese, fruit and coffee, and al- 
ways red wine, 

Or perhaps an omblette or egg au plat’’ 
(simply dropped on not plate), mutton cut- 
lets and fried potatoes, perhaps stewed 
pigeons, with spinach or green peas, or 
trout from the lake, followed by a beefsteak, 
with highly favored Alpine strawberries or 
fresh apricots or figs; then all eating is done 
for the day until 7 o’clock dinner. 

This is of course the midday ‘‘dejeuner la 
fourchette;’’ at the earlier breakfast a Swiss 
hotel offers only coffee, rolis, butter and 
honey. And this is quite enough. For 
breakfast all sorts of stews—Kidney, liver, 
chicken, veal and beef—are good, and every 
sort of little pan fish. In our happy country 
we can add the oyster stew, or the lobster in 
cream, the familiar sausage and the neredi - 
tary hash. If any one knows how to make 
good cornbeef hash she need not fear to 
entertain the King. * 

There are those who know how to broil a 
chicken, but they are few. ‘‘Amongst the 
few, the immortal names, which are not born 
to dio. 

There are others, also few, who know how 
to broil ham, so that it will nt be hard, and 
on it to drop the egg so that it be like g turn, 
a golden ball in a ring of silver. 

Among the good dishes and cheap dishes 
which I have seen served in France fora 
breakfast I recommend lambs’ feet in a 
white sauce, with a suspicion of onion. 

All sorts of fricassees and warmed-over 
things can be made most deliciously for 
breakfast. Many people like a salt mackerel 
or a broiled herring for breakfast. These are 
good avant gouts,’’ stimulating the appe- 
tite. The Danes and Swedes have every 
form of dried fish and even some strange 
fowl served in this way. Dried beef served 
up with eggs is comforting to some stomachs. 
Smoked salmon appeals to others, and 
people with an ostrich digestion like toasted 
cheese or Welsh rarebits. The fishball of our 
forefathers is a supreme delicacy if well 
made, asiscreamed codfish. Bat warmed- 
over ple or warmed-over mutton or beef are 
detestable. The appetite is in a parious 
state at 9 o’clock and needs to be tempted; 
a bit of breakfast bacon,a bit of toast, a 
egg and a fresh slice of melon ora 
tomato in summer, voila tout i as the.

The advantage of the two strainers is that 
the one coming next to the fine strainer 
prevents the grounds from filling up the fine 
holes, and so the coffee is clear—a grand 
desideratum. 

Boiled milk should be served with coffee for 
an early breakfast. 

Clear coffee, cafe noir, is served after 
dinner, and, in France, always after the 
12 o’clock breakfast. 

For a 9-o’clock breakfast the hostess should 
also serve tea, and perhaps chocolate, if she 
has a large family of guests, as all cannot 
drink coffee for breakfast. 

Pig’s feet, ‘‘ala poulette,’’ find favor in 
Paris and are delicious as prepared there. 
Also calf’s liver a l’Alsacienne. Ohicken 
livers are very nice, and cod’s tongues with 
black butter cannot be surpassed. Mutton 
kidneys with bacon are desirable, and all the 
livers and kidneys en brochette, with bacon 
(impaled ona spit) are excellent. Hashed 
lamb, a la Zingara, is highly peppered and 
very good. 

Broiled fish, broiled chicken, broiled ham, 
broiled steak and chops are always good for 
breakfast. The gridiron made St. Lawrence 
fit for heaven, and its qualities have been 
elevating and refining ever since. 

The summer breakfast can be very nice, 
Crabs, clams, lobster—all are admirable. 
Fresh fish should be served whenever one 
can got it—near the sea, always. 

The deviled kidneys and broiled bones do 
for supper, but fresh fish and easily digested 
food should replace these heavier dainties for 
breakfast. . 

Stewed fruit is much used on the Continent 
at an early breakfast. It is thought toavert 
dyspepsia. Americans prefer to eat fruit 
fresh, and therefore have not learned to stew 
it. Stewing is, however, a branch of cookery 
well worth the attention of a first-class 
housekeeper. It makes canned fruit much 
better to stew it with sugar. Stewed cher- 
ries are delicious and very healthy, and all 
the berries, even if a little stale, can be 
stewed intoa good dish, as can the dried 
fruits like prunes, etc. 

‘Stewed pears make an elegant dessert 
served with cream whipped, but this is too 
rich for breakfast. Baked pears with cream 
are sometimes offered. And eggs in every 
form—scrambled, dropped, boiled, stuffed 
and even boiled hard, sliced and dressed asa 
salad, What is so good as an egg salad for a 
hungry person? asked a hostess inthe Adiron- 
dacks who had nothing elsetooffer! Eggs 
are the staple for breakfast. 

Ham omelette witha little parsley, lamb 
chops with green peas, tripeala Bordelaise, 
hashed turkey, hashed chicken with cream 
and breaded veal with tomato sauce, calf’s 
brains with a black butter, stewed veala la 
Chasseur, broiled shad’s roe, broiled soft 
shell clams, minced tenderloin with Lyonaise 
potatoes, blue fish au Gratin, broiled steak 
with water cress, picked up codfish and 
smoked beefin cream are of the thousand 
and one delicacies for the early breakfast—if 
one can eat them. 

It is better to eat a saucer of oatmeal and 
cream at 9 o’clock, take a cup of tea and do 
one’s work. 

Then at 12 to sit down to as good a break- 
fast as possible,a regular dejeuner a la fou- 
chette. The digestion is then active; the 
brain, after several hours’ work, needs re- 
pose, and at 1 or 2 o’clock can go to work 
again like a giant refreshed. 

It is thought by foreign doctors to not be 
good for chileren to have an early breakfast 
with meat. But in France they give children 
wine at a very early age, whichis rarely done 
in this country. At all boarding-schools and 
hospitals wine is given to young children. 
Certainly there are fewer drunkards and

THE SPANISH MAIN. 


HISTORY OF THE BUCCANEERS AND 
THEIR MOST FAMOUS CAPTAINS, 
+ . 


Origin of the Great Pirate Tribe The Buc- 


cancers’ Isle—Difterent Classes of Free- 
booters — Pirate Chiefs — Exploits of 
Peter the Great, Lolonnois and Others. 


In the month of June, 1630, the good ship 
Arabella came to anchor in Massachusetts 
Bay, and Winthrop Dudley and the flower 
of the Puritan stock landed on the rocky New 
England shore. In the same month of the 
same year u wild band of Norman French 
landed on the Island of Hispaniola, which 
had been vacated by the Spaniards, and set 
about making a living by bunting. The men 
of England foundeda nation, the men of 
France” founded the most famous tribe of 
Oorsairs that the world has ever known. 
At this period the French and 
Spaniards were bitterly hostile to each 
other, and onthe Spanish main, where the 
law of force wasthe only one observed, a 
meeting between ships of France and of 
Spain was always followed by a conflict in 
which quarter was neither given nor asked. 
The Spanish power onthe Spanish main was 
overwhelming, and it wasto escape massa- 
ere that the band of Normans buried them- 
selves in the forests of Hispaniola. Even 
here they did not long remain undisturbed. 
The Spaniards were close on their heels, and 
forces that it was madness to resist were 
sent to the island. 

THE TORTUGA STRONGHOLD. 

The French saw that they must seek an- 
other home, and looked about for a haven 
of refuge. On the northern coast of 
Hispaniola, about six miles distant, lay a 
small rocky isle, which had received the 
name of Tortuga, from its fancied resem- 
tlance to a tortoise. Here the French es- 
tablished themselves, and fortifying a rocky 
bluff, repelled all assaults until the Spaniards 
retired discomfited. Here for ten years 
they made their home, constantly receiving 
recruits from all nations, principally from 
the Dutch and English, and at length retook 
Hispaniola. During the years of strife that 
preceded this, the men of Tortuga began 
their piratical expeditions, The inhabitants 
were divided into three classes and, strange 
to say, the buccaneers were the most peaceful, 
or rather the least predatory of all. The 
word buccaneer is derived from boucane, 
which isa term employed in the Norman 
patois for smoke. The buccaneers were the 
hunters of boars and wild cattle, whose flesh 
they cured by hanging over afire. The fil- 
bustiers, aterm derived from the English 
word freebooters, were thefirstto take to 
to the sea for a living, and they formed a dis- 
tinct class. The third class was that of en- 
gages or apprentices, who served buccaneer 
and filbustier alike. 

THE TRIBAL DIVISIONS. 

At first the filbustiers did not care 
to hunt, and the buccaneers rarely took 
part in the na val cruises. But as game grew 
scarce the men ot the woods took to the sea, 
and the Spaniards, to whom the name was 
familiar, called the whole tribe buccaneers. 
Of the piratical cruises of the early bucca- 
neers, and of the fate of the Spanish galieons 
that fellin with them history contains no 
record. Men of all maritime races, save only 
the Spanish, were included in the ranks of 
the pirates, who never regarded themselves 
as common robbers. The Spanish policy was 
to exclude all but themselves from American 
waters, the English, French and Dutch were 
the pariahs of the Spanish matin, and the 
buccafieers regarded that they were simply 
acting in retaliation for the high - handed out - 
rages inflicted upon them. 

THE FIRST BUCGANEBER. 

The first raid mentioned in the chronicles 
was that upon San Francisco Campeachy, led 
by an Engiishmanh hamed Lewis Scott. It is a 
curious fact that Great Britain, while supply- 
ing only a small percentage of the bucca- 
neers, furfiished the majority of famous 
leaders. Scott's expedition was a complete 
success, and he and his comrades returned 
laden with booty. Soon after a captain 
named Davis, after an unsuccessful cruise, 
undertook an expedition against the 
town of Granada in Nicaragua. 
Rowing in open boats 100 miles 
up the river, be and his band fell upon the 
town, slaughtered the garrison, robbed the 
Citizens and the churches and withdrew in 
safety to the vessel, carrying with them a 
number of the richest inhabitants. The suc- 
cess of this expedition spread like wildfire 
through the island and soon every bay, creek 
and inlet sent out out its pirate vessel. One 
ofthe most noted captains wasa sailor of 
Dieppe, known as Peter the Great. He had 
been cruising for some time without meeting 
as much asa fishing boat. His provisions 
were exhausted, so was his water and his 
crew were well nigh desperate. At this 
juncture a great Spanish galleon hove 
in sight. With the inspiration of true genius 
Peter the Great determined to attack her. 
Summoning his men he said: ‘‘We have the 
choice of deaths. We may die of hunger 
where we are or we may die in fight. Iam 
for the latter.“ As they approached the 
huge Spaniard the mate asked the captain 
for permission to sink the cockleshell of the 
buccaneers by a canhonshot. The latter, 
after examining their foree, forbade this, 
and directed that the crane be rigged to hoist 
the prise on board, He little knew the man 
he was dealing with. A few moments later, 
as he was sitting in his cabin playing cards, 
Peter the Great appeared in the door, and 
leveling a pistol at his head bade 
him surrender. The deck was in the hands 
of reckless buccaneers, whose last act before 
boarding had been to scuttle their own ves- 
sel in order to have no hope of escape save in 
victory. The prize was immense, and after 
bringing the vessel into Jamaica Peter re- 
turned to France witha colossal fortune and 
founded a noble famUy. From this time 
on the buccaneers were the terror of 
the Spanish main. They were seldom de- 
feated, and captured hundreds of Spanish 
treasure ships laden with silver. In 
Jamaica, which became the  rendez- 
vous of all the freebooters, and 
at the pirate stronghold of Tortuga, the 
lived in princely state. It was a common 
thing for a captain to lose one hundred thou- 
sand pieces of eight in a single night, and 
money was 60 plenty as to almost lose its 
value. The success met with attracted men 
of excellent family to the low-lying islands 
of the Caribbean Sea. Raveneau de Jussan; 
one of the most successful freebooters, had 
been an Officer of rank under Conde, British 
university men, Dutch bankrupts, adven- 
turers from Germany, noble Scotch exiles, 
and scores of officers from France flocked to 
the new El Dorado, and from these classes 
sprang the most desperate and cruel of the 
pirates. Their daring appeared to the Span- 
lards to be almost superhuman. 

; THE TERRIBLE BARTHELMY.

SOLONNAIS AND MONTBARS. 

Among the most daring and cruel of the 
buccaneers was a Frenchman named Solon- 
nais. This man had served as ab engage and 
had been treated withan inhumanity which 
probably had a permanent effect on his char- 
acter. Oertain it is that when he attained 
command of a ship his cold-blooded brutality 
soon gained him as great distinction as his 
reckless desperation, He subjected all Span- 
lards and Indians who fell into his hands, to 
the most excruciating torments, which 
were. only terminated by death. It 
is to him that the invention of 
the punishment known as ‘‘swimming 
on land’’ is ascribed, Ropes were fastened 
to the wrists and ankles of the victim, 
stretched tightly and a t- pound weight was 
then placed upon his back. The ropes were 
kept in constant motion, causing the sufferer 
to endure the most exquisite torment, The 
Governor of Cuba sent a well-armed vessel to 
capture Solonnals. He boldly boarded 
her at night and with his own hands behead- 
ed each of the crew as he ascended the hatch, 
tasting the blood ashe performed his task. 
With a handful of men he made a descent on 
Maracaybo and Gibraltar, andat the latter 
place gave full run of his cruel disposition, 
hanging Spaniards by the beard to make 
them disclose their hidden treasures, murder- 
ing women and children, and finally retiring 
with an immense booty, as well as hundreds 
of Spanish girls as slaves. He next under- 
took an expedition against Nicaragua, but 
this proved to be his destruction. He lost his 
way, his men suffered all the pangs of hun- 
ger, thirst and disease, and finally he fell 
into the hands of that horrible race, the 
Darien Indians. By them he was instantly 
butchered, chopped up and eaten as a hash, 

Of another stamp was Montbars, known as 
the ‘‘exterminator.’’ This mariner was the 
son of a wealthy land-Owner of 
Languedoc. His imagination was 80 
fired by the stories of the cruelties practiced 
on the Indians by the, Spaniards that he be- 
came a monomaniac onthe subject. He set 
out with a small vessel, equipped by himself, 
and soon became a veritable scourge of the 
seas. All Spaniards who fell into his hands 
were put to death, and when time permitted 
they were subjected to the most cruel tor- 
ments. But he exhibited none of the greed 
that Characterized the buccaneer. His first 
prize was a rich gallion, which he had carried 
by boarding. His uncle, who sailed 
with him, congratulated him on the 
rich booty that he had gained. 
„Money, said Montbars, Whois thinking of 
money. Look at all those Spaniards, every 
man of them stone dead. While he lived no 
one who sailed the seas was more dreaded. 

MORGAN THE WELSHMAN. 

But the greatest as well as the last of the 
dynasty of buccarieer chiefs was undoubtedly 
the famous Henry Morgan, He was a Welsh- 
man by birth, served hisapprenticeship un- 
der the notorious Mansfeldt, and on the 
death of that chief, succeeded to his author- 
ity. His expeditions were uhiformally suc- 
cessful. Not content with such booty as he 
could pick up on the ocean, he organized a 
gigantic system of raids on the Spanish 
coast cities. Puerto Principe first fell before 
him. Next he attacked Porto Bello. The 
garrison took refuge tn the citadel, which 
was considered impregnable. Morgan seized 
all the monks and nuns in the city and com- 
pelled them to place the scaling ladders and 
head the assault, the religious feelings of the 
Spainards preventing them from firing on 
those in holy orders. The place was taken, 
sacked and burnt to the ground. A force was 
sent from Panama to chastise the invaders, 
but the Spanish Governor on seeing the bold 
front presented by the buctaneers deemed it 
best to retire. Maracaybo and Gibraltar were 
next taken and stripped bare, theinhabitants 
being most ingeniously tortured to disclose 
the hiding place of their treasures. Then 
came his crowning exploit, the 
capture of Panama. The booty gained here 
amounted to more than $5,000,000. Morgan 
returned to Jamaica with a splendid fortune, 
and shortly afterwards was knighted by 
Charles II. and made Governor of the Island. 
In this capacity he greatly distinguished him- 
seif by the vigilance and severity with which 
he suppressed those unlawful bodies of 
pirates known as buccaneers. SO well did he 
do his work that the business became poor 
and dull. The Jolly Roger’’ still new on the 
Spanish Main, but large operations became 
impossible, and the spirit of the buccaneers 
was broken. Their haunts were ravaged, 
their ships sunk, their captains hanged. 
Henceforth the buccaneers were pirates an 
nothing more.

MRS. JUNIUS BOOTH. 


THE STORY OF THE GREAT TRAGEDIAN’S 
FIRST MATRIMONIAL VENTURE, 


Deserted and Oruelly Neglected, Agatha 
Booth Dies in Poverty in a Baltimore 
Tenement—A Strange Story of Love 
and Perfidy. — 

Agatha Delanoir, the lawful wife of Junius 
Brutus Booth, father of the great tragedian, 
lies buried in a neglected grave in Baltimore, 
where she died in wantand misery, Feb. 10, 
1858. She was an Englishwoman, who mar- 
ried the elder Boothin 1815 and bore him one 
child, The marriage was not pleasing to her 
family and when Junius Brutus abandoned 
her and came to America with a pretty flower 
girl, it was looked upon by her friends as 
merited retribution for a foolish act. 

Some weeks ago aNew York paper pub- 
lished a story in which a scandal in the fam 
ily of Edwin Booth was darkly hinted at. It 
was said that he was being bied by black - 
mailers, who threatened to reveal the facts 
connected with his early life, and to pub: 
lish the story of the unkept grave in Balti- 
more. Investigation has proven the sub: 
stantial accuracy of the story thus glanced 
at and the history of Agatha Delanoir Booth 
isnow made public forthe first time. The 
truth of it cannot be questioned for it rests 
upon the testimony of unimpeachable wit- 
nesses who knew Mrs. Booth in Baltimore, 
besides documentary evidence of a conclu :; 
sive character. 

THE DIVORCE. 

When Junius Brutus Booth came to Amor ; 
ica he wasthe husband of Marie Christine 
Agatha Delanoir and father of a child called 
Richard Junius Booth. Mrs. Booth was 4 
sensitive, high-strung woman and was too 
proud to take any action against her hus- 
band, or to make any effort to compel him to 
provide support for herself and his child, 


which he was well able to give. The present 
generation of Booths were all of mature years 
before the discarded wife appeared upon the 
scene and, at the instance of her son insti- 
tuted proceedings for divorce. The son, who 
appears to have been a man of little force, 
was a victim of consumption, and after a 
quiet and studious life was killed in one of 
the battles of the civil war. 

The application for divorce, which was 
signed Feb. 27, 1851, is fled in the Baltimore 
County Court and is duly attested. It sets 
forth the facts given above and alleges as 
ground for divorce desertion and adultery 
witha woman then living with him as his 
wife. No claim is made for alimony or sup- 
port forthe child, Mrs. Booth’s only pur- 
pose seems to have been to prove her rights 
and save those of her son. Accompanying 
the bill was the following certificate: 

‘*Marriages solemnized in the parish of St. 
George Bloomsbury, in the county of Middle- 
sex, in 1815. Junius Booth of this parish and 
Adelaide Delannoy of this parish were mar- 
ried in this church by banns this 8th day of 
March, 1815, by me, Nathaniel Fork, B. A. 
curate.’’ 

On March 2, 1851, Mr, John Glen, solicitor 
of Junius Brutus Booth, filed the following: 

The answer of Junius Brutus Booth to the bill of 
Mary. Christina Adelaide Booth: This respondent 
admits the facts stated in said bill to be true and as- 
sents to a decree as prayed for. 

On the 18th of April, 1851, Judge John O. Le- 
grand granted the divorce, assessing the 
costs uponthe defendant. On May 10, 1851, 
Junius Brutus Booth and Mary Ann Holmes 
were legally married, the fact being recorded 
in the Superior Court of Baltimore. This 
marriage legitimized the children of the sec- 
ond union, of whom there were eleven. The

Everyone recollects the 
anecdote of that same Balzac, who, one da 
meeting a friend, said to him wit 
a sadness that was not put on, 
neg have ust killed Lucien de 
Rubempre. 1 feel very miserable. These 
gifted creators have thus had sympathies 
and ahtipathies roused by their own char- 
acters, just as by persons in real life, and 
that is why they arouse similar sentiments 
among theit admirers. No writer, however 
heedless he may be, falls to take into account 
this necessity of sympathy directly he takes 
pen in hand, and no author fails to perceive 
at once that of all sentiments it is love which 
arouses sympathy most readily and most sure- 
ly.

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PICTORIAL JOURNALISM. 


It Originated With the “Post-Dispatoh’’ 
and Spreadto All Parts of the Worid. 


In the August number of the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine is an interesting article entitled 
**Pictorial Journalism,” in which the origin 
and progress of the art of illustrating current 
events in the dally papers 1s related with the 
aid of many graphie cartoons and portraits. 
The writer, Valerian Gribayedoff, says: 

Leaving the New York Daily Graphic out of 
the question, which was essentially a picto- 
rial sheet of the style of Harper’s Weekly, one 
Can say that ten years ago but a single regu- 
lar dally newspaper in this country, the New 
York Truth, indulged in any form of tliustra- 
tion. It published day by day a small, coarse, 
outline cartoon, more or less cognate to the 
subject under consideration, At the present 
writing itis hard to find a daily, weekly or 
monthly periodical that does not embellish 
its columns with pictures of some kind or 
other. 

Truth’s attempts at fllustration were not of 
a nature to inspire the public with much 
faithinthe future of newspaper art. The 
engraver, for example, required two or three 
days to turn out an ordinary column-wide 
cut by a slow and unreliable method of en- 
graving known as the ‘‘sofi metal process. 

To solve this difficulty the proprietor placed 
on hand ‘‘a series of stock illustrations to be 
applied to various emergencies.’’ Truth’s 
methods were not followed, however, by a 
single daily newspaper. 

Meanwhile Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, the proprt- 
etor of the St. Louis Post- DisPaTcn, was mak 
ing some experiments in the direction of 
legitimate news illustration. The new de- 
parture does not appear to have been suc- 
cessful, but on entering into possession of 
the New York WORLD in 15883 the experi- 
ment was once more resumed. The 
same obstacies that had beset the path 
Of Truth’s proprietor in his noble endeavor 
to awaken the art sense of the American 

ple were encountered by the gentlemen 
m St. Louis, and for a while it looked as if 
this nation was destined to forego the privi- 
lege of a daily contemplation of the beautiful 
ata minimum expenditure. Engravers still 
needed at least forty-eight hours to manipu- 
late their soft metal process, involving 
the photographing of the drawing, the print- 
ing from the negative, the soaking of the 
gelatine, the casting of a plaster mold, the 
stereotyping, the routing, the blocking and 
the trimming or finishing of the cuts, so that 
by the time murderer and victim appeared 
in bold outline in the news columns the 
crime itself had become a feeble memory. 

On Sunday, Feb. 8, (1884, there appeared on 
the front page of the WoRLD caricatures of 
the ‘Wall Street Nobility,’’ accompanied by 
a clever articie from the pen of Mr. Pratt, the 
paper’s financial editor. Its entire novelty 
compensated for its crudity and called forth 
encomiums from the country press that seem 
absurd now, when the standard in this branch 
of art is so much higher. It is needless tosay 
that the circulation of the paper took an im- 
mediate jump and continued its upward 
course on succeeding Sundays, when the city 
fathers, the local politicians, the militia and 
other bodies were limned im dlack and white. 
Two or three days after the appearance of 
my sketches, the bustling and energetic edi 
tor of the Albany Evening Journal, William J. 
Arkell, sought me in my ‘‘studio’’ in the 
WORLD Building, and made arrangements for 
illustrating his Saturday edition with por 
traits of local celebrities;and Taggart’s Sun 
day Times in Philadelphia, the Detroit Zvening 
Journal, the Kansas City Times, the Chicago 
Tribune and Inter- Ocean, and the Nashville 
American, rapidly followed in his wake, not 
to mention the St. Louis Post-Disraton, 
which, by Mr. Pulitzer’s orders, secured the 
services of an excellent artist, and filled its 
funday pages with telling local pictorial 
hits. 

Since 1884 the art has been steadily growing 
in excellence and in the appreciation of the 
publie. 

New York does not monopolize art tal- 
ent’ as applied tc the dally press. The Bos- 
tom papers possess several clever artists 
whose work stands favorable comparison 
with any in the same line, and M. J. 8weeny 
of the Globe, otherwise known as ‘Boz,’ has 
acquired a merited reputation all over New 
England with his saucy “Little Yacup Strauss’ 
conceits and political cartoons.

THE UNION PACIFIC OCCUPIES THE , 
TENTION OF THE STEERT... 


Interesting Figures From Advance Sheets 
of Poor's Manual— Weekly Bank 
Statement—Hubbard-Price Cotton Oir- 
cular—The *‘Post’s’”’ Review. 


NEw Tonk, Aug. 8.--The financial status of 
the Union Pacific Co. eccupied the attention 
of Wall street to the exclusion of almos 
everythingelse during the past week. 0 
necessities Of the company were made the 
basis of a vicious attack upon the stack 
which was carried down from 42 to 85%, and 
of course everything else on the list was af- 
fected to a greater or less extent. As a mat- 
ter of fact the bears seemed to be a good 
deal more troubled about the Union 
Facile matter than the dtrectors 
of * the road. The latter must 
have known all the time where the money 
was coming from to give the company a long 
breathing spell, and they probably gave the 
shorts all the rope they wanted, but despite 
their knowledge of the real state of affairs, 
they were disconcerted by the report tele- 
graphed to London and circulated all through 
the country that a receiver was about to be 
applied for. When the directors saw long'“ 
stock coming on the market they put on their 
thinking caps at once. Meetings were held 
and on Thursday arrangements were made to 
rid the company ofthe obligations pressing 
upon it, and which have made the stock a 
target for some time. If the Union Fa- 
cific has been borrowing money, and has had 
difficulty in meeting its notes, it ids simply in 
the some boat with a lot ot others Which have 
suffered from the unfavorable conditions of 
the past few years. 

The market for bonds has been taken away 
from one and all ame, and the directors have 
had to resort to other means to secure funds. 
As 1890 is known to have been 
a year of extraordinary depression 
for railroads in various sections 
of the United States the advance sheets of 
Poor’s Manual for 1891 make interesting read- 
ing. From them we find that the gross earn- 
ings of 163,420 miles of road reached the co- 
lossal total of $1,086,040,207, and that it cost to 
operate them $744.373,838. 

The net earnings were $341,666,369, but the 
total available revenue was $455,398,215, no 
less than 5118, 781, 846 having been income from 
other sources. 

Ineluding the elevated lines of this city the 
gross earnings of 1890 were $1,097 ,847,428 equal 
to 10.8 per cent on the total investment of 810, 
122,636,900, and nt earnings $36,921,318, or 3.4 
per cent on capital against 8.3 per cent on 
‘Capital in 1889 and 3.2 per cent in 1888, 

Although the difference seems slight, it is 
nevertheless of the highest importance, in 
view ofthe general impressions formed by 
the public from the unfortunate circum- 
stances surrounding certain groups Of lines, 
like the grangers for instance. The 
gain, small as it is, forces 
the conclusion that with promised 
crops of unprecedented magnitude and the 
increase ofthe volume of general trade 
which follows in the wake of a bountiful 
yield salable at high prices,the transporta- 
tion interests of the country ought to makea 
much better showing for stockholders during 
the current year. 

TO-DAY’S TRANSACTIONS. 

The realizing before the close in the stock 
market yesterday to an extent that wi 
out the greater part of the early advance ieft 
the street without much ho on 
the bull side last night. I was 
conceded that much of the short 
interest among local professionals was cov- 
ered during the two or three days past.

THE ILLINOIS CAPITAL. 


Another Row in the Camp of the Republi- 
cans--Notes. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 8.—The Republi- 
cans hereabouts are all split to pieces again 
and there is another row inthe camp. This 
time itis over Gov. Fifer’s appointment of 
Col. J. H. Barkly of this city to the command 
of the Second Brigade of the Illinois National 
Guard. He is the ranking Colonel in the 
State Militia anda first-class military man. 
The Republicans, who think they ought to 


have a voice in running the machine, seem to 
think that every action of the Chief Execu- 
tive ought to made with an eye single 
the promotion of Republican politics, 
while the Governor holds that State 
should not enter into the military de 
ment of the State Government, and thisis 
the rock they split on. The gang is down on 
Fifer for his little exhibition of independ- 
ence, and even the Administration organ 
here, that has been 4 strong supporter of the 
Executive, is denouncing his appointment. 

The three e problems that have 
been worryin he Governor ever since the 
close of the thirty-seventh session of the 
General Assembly were the selection of an 
Adjutant-General and a General for the Second 
Brigade, the arrangement for a secretary in 
the State Board of Health muddie and the 
ap pointment of a Board of ees for the 
new State Reformatory. The first was settled 
by the appointment of Gen. J. N. Reece to 
be Adjutant-General and the promotion of 
Col. Barkley to be Brigadier. The next was 
fixed up temporarily this week at the meet- 
ing ofthe State Board of Health, when Dr. 
Mackinsie, the member from Chester, was 
agreed upon to act as Secretary until the 
September meeting. The appointment of 
Trustees for the Reformatory has not yet 
been made. 

There are prospects of a big racket between 
the Pullman Palace Oar Co. and the railroads 
ofthis State. The Chicago 4 St. Paul road 
has filed a bill for an accounting by Mr. Pull- 
man according to the law of the State, which 
it is claimed has never been done, and also 
asking for an injunction restraining Mr. Pull- 
man from prosecuting a suit for $1,000,000 
which he has begun against the road. 

The State Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers have made athorough investigation of 
the cattle plague, which was said to be doing 
great damage in Lawrence County, and pro- 
nounce the reports very largely sensational. 
It is the same disease that first made its ap- 
pearance in Madison County a year ago, and 
isnot contagious. As a remedy they pres- 
cribe bathing the mouth and nose with bora 
water, and giving pint doses of raw linseed 
ollthree timesaday. Animals under treat- 
ment should be kept under cover and fed on 
sloppy food.

LEADVILLE, Colo., Aug. 8.—One of the most 
important enterprises this district has 
now been brought to a perfect success, This 
is the sinking of the Mahala shaft to the are 
body discovered by the diamond drill.

His Wife Tells of the Troubles Crowding 
a 2%, on Him in Old Age. 


The Count Ferdinand de Lesseps,in his 86th 
year, after a life of activity and varying 
fortunes, is confined to his home on the 
Boulevard de Montaigne in Paris, waiting for 
the end to come and watching the decay of 
his pet project, the Panama Canal. 

All around him are fiyingthe many and 
brutal rumors of fraud and corruption, and 
over it all a trial before the Court of Appeals 
impending. In spite of the fact that his fort- 
une is ruined and his hopes are gone he bears 
up cheerfully, surrounded by bis family and 
strengthened by a loving wife. He says very 
Uttle, but can never take his thoughts away 
from his project. He will never recover the 
brilliancy he possessed before his defeat. 
Mme. De Lesseps a short time ago expressed 
herself on the subject, and said: 

**lam a God-fearing woman, and I believe 
in a hereafter, and it sometimes seems to me 
that my husband was sent to earthtodoa 
great work and is an angel. An angel he 
certainly is, in simplicity, and goodness, and 
loyalty. There has never been a more unsel- 
fish man than he is. His whole life protests 
against the abominable charges that his 
enemies are making against him. He devoted 
himself to France. He wished to bestow on 
France thesplendid enterprise of the Panama 
Canal. He believed in it heart and soul. 
When it failed, well, you have seen that he 18 
not the same man.

AN AFRICAN LION HUNTER PROVES 
THEY ARE NOT.

Tigers and Lions Compared—A Lion at 
His Dinner Is Put to Flight by a Fat 
Englishman—Young Lions as Chil- 
dren’s Pets—A Lion’s Devotion.

ALGIERS, Africa, July 10, 1891.—I was sur- 
prised to hear an old lion hunter remark that 
lions were cowards except when wounded 
and crazed with pain. A request on my part 
for some proof of their cowardliness brought 
forward the following story which he tells as 
an actual personal experience, the truthful- 
ness of which I was afterwards assured of by 
the people of the little Methodist mission 
where I was staying: 

Upon one particular night in South Africa 
a party consisting ofa Western ranchman, 


Head of a Bush Hog. 
an Englishman and myself, accompanied by 
a native servant, selected for a cover what 
is called a white hole tree. 
The growth of this tree is of 80 
compact a nature that its branches form a 
sort ot mat or flatform upon which it is 
sometimes possible to sit as upon the roof of 
a house. Here, after some trouble and with 
considerable aid from the Kaffir man, Hais or 
Inkose, as he called himself, we found our- 
selves roosting like so many barn-yard fowls 
on a haystack. There were, as I have said, 
three of us besides Hais—Cassidy, a New 
Mexican ranchman; Maj. Danbull, an En- 
glishman, and myself. a 

It was about 100’clock when we took our 
stations. We kept a strict and silent vigil of 
half an hour, seeing nothing, although cer- 
tain scratching and rustling sounds in the 
bush and the grass indicated that some- 
thing was foraging about beneath us. 

I can easily imagine a more comfortable 
situation than that of sitting for thirty never 
ending minutes oh a mass Of slippery, prick- 
ly leaves and branches, without the liberty 
of altering one’s position, or even giving 
vent to his feelingsina groan. With guns 
to our shoulders, we waited till the dusky, 
indistinct formof a large animalof some 
kind should appear beneath us, when the 
signal to fire would be given. 

The form at last appeared, and the signal 
was given, but only the snap of the ham- 
mers responded to the pull upon our triggers. 

Much 
against our better judgment we had been 
coaxed and. cajoled into trying for once his 
English breechloaders in place of our own.

Whether the Englishman heard him or not 
I do not know; he seemed to have relapsed 
into a semi-somnolence;at any rate he made 
no reply. a 

I shifted my position to an easier one, Cas - 
sidy stretched himself at full length; Dut our 
fear and anxiety for the Kar made the time 
pass even more slowly than it did while we 
were waiting for a shot. 

The noises to be heard at night in a wild 
country are very singular and awe-inspiring. 
The peculiar cries of the various night birds 
as, fitting about the tree, they discover an 
intruder in their domain, are weird and 
ghostly enough; but the howl of the strand 
wolf or hyena and the still weirder cry of the 
jackal are sounds that send chills creeping 
over you that belong te the horrorsof a 
nightmare. At the rustling we made in 
changing our positions—the Kafflr had 
made no noise in descending the 
tree—the large animal wehad seen, proba- 
bly a buffalo, had disappeared; but the 
noises beneath us continued, and we found 
that our visitors were bush pigs, the larg- 
est, fercest and most hideous kind of wild 
pigs. The bush pig (Phacochoerus #thi- 
opicus) lives entirely in the bush, and is 
about as watchful and cunning as any ani- 
mal that inhabits Africa. Ite powers of 
hearing and scent are both very scute. It 
knows the dangers that threaten it, and it 
possesses sharp tusks that willrip upa dog 
or a man as it a razor were used. 

All at once, without apparent cause, sev 
eral of these pigs gave a sharp grunt and ran 
off into the bush. I imagined they had 
scented us. Almost immediately afterward, 
however, we heard a great commotion 
among the leaves and branches, a sudden 
rush, a sound as of struggling, a sharp 
squeak or two, and all was silent. We 
strained our eyes to distinguish the forms of 
the victim and the slayer, as the two lay 
partly concealed amid the thick underbrush, 
and at length made out the form of a full- 
grown lion lying upon the pig. The great 
cat had pounced upon it exactly as pussy 
catches a mouse and broken its neck with a 
single effort of his powerful jaws. 

What to do we knew not. The Kamr might 
be back at any moment. I purposely made a 
noise. The lion rose, looked in our direction 
with a savage snarl and dragged his prey 
further in under the tree, where we could no 
longer see him. Forty-five minutes by my 
repeater had elapsed since Hais had left us. 
The Major’s heavy breathing showed that he 
had fallen asleep. Ireached over and took 
him by the shoulder to awaken him. The 
Major turned over uneasily, and as he did so 
began to slide from his perch. Horrified at

go alone. And go he did with 
rush and a yell that must ha 
country-side fora mile around. 
a heavy thud as he struck the 
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persuaded him that the Major was not a great 
hero. Indeed, when the Major himself fully 
realized what he had done,he thoroughly be- 
lieved that he had achieved an almost un- 
precedented act of heroism, and took credit 
to for having placed the lion hors du 
combat and so saved the life of the Kar. 

It was one of the most enjoyable things in 
life to hear that Englishman recounting to a 
group of open-mouthed tourists his wonder- 
ful adventure, and appealing to the Kaflir 
and to us for confirmation of its truth. 


This instance is only one of many that con- 
firms me in the belief that the courage of the 
lion is very much overrated. The conduct of 
a Bengal tiger would have been, I am per- 
suaded, very different under the circum- 
stances, and the Major would scarcely have 
escaped soeasily. As atest of bravery the 
experiment has been tried of putting large

firecrackers, the fuses of which were 
lighted, into the respective cages ofa tiger 
and a hon. As soon as they began to burn 
the lion withdrew as faras possible into the 
corner of his cage and watched the sputter- 
ing fuse with unmistakable uneasiness and 
alarm, while the tiger, rushing forward, 
clapped his paw upon it, rolled it about the 
floor of his cage, and did not flinch when the 
explosion took place, but continued his in- 
vestigations in quite a cool and scientific 
spirit until he was satisfied. The lion, on the 
contrary, roared with fear when the cracker 
exploded and refused for a long while to 
come from the corner where he had sought 
re 4 
A friend informed me that while in the in- 

terior, before the ground was as thoroughly 

hunted as it has been lately, no less than nine 

lions were seen in the vicinity of his camp. 

One of his Kaffirs was in imminent danger of 

being devoured by three of these lions, which 

he came upon unexpectedly in the bush. 

They stood looking at him for some time, 

when he turned about to ea sign to his 

companions to come to His assistance. At 
this the lions advanced, but as he faced them 

again they made a halt, and as the second 

hunter came up with his gun they turned and 

walked deliberately away. 

Apropos of lions, I relate the following pa- 
thetic story of a lion’s devotion: When 
Stewart, the lion tamer in Paris, died in 1885 
an old and faithful pet lion which had lived 
in the same room with the showman was 
found stretched lifeless across the dead body 
of his master, and as, up to that date, the 
lion dad apparently enjoyed the dest of 
health, it is supposed the beast died of grief. 
The late Gen. Stone once told me that while 
in the Egyptian service he owned a couple of 
young lions, and his children played with 
them as they would with pet canines until 
the beasts had grown to the size of Newfound. 
land dogs. Even then the great cats contin 
ued to romp with the children, but for fear 
that they might injure some stray native and

Arrangements have been made by 
the railroads to carry vast numbers, and 
preparations on an ample scale are com- 
pleted or under way for the entertain- 
ment of the crowds that will 
come to gaze upon this most sacred relic of 
the many deposited in the Treves Cathedral. 
As yet, however, few pilgrims have arrived, 
but this is undoubtedly due to the fact that 
the coat will not be exposed tothe gaze of 
the public until the th of August. Those 
already here have come with the intention of 
procuring suitable quarters before the mul- 
tude begins to arrive. 


The Exposition of the Sacred Coat of 
Treves, as it is called, is an event of great 
interest to Roman Catholics, owing to its 
infrequent occurrence. In ancient times the 
coat was exposed to the public gaze, but as it 
showed unmistakeable signs of decay, owing 
to its excessive age, it was covered with a 
coating of rubber and silk and put carefully 
away lest it should beentirely lost to the 
church, The coat is a bell-shaped garment 
of fine texture, woven entirely in one piece. 
It is said that authentic records prove 
the garment to be the seamless coat worn by 
our Savior. It was brought to Treves by 
Helen, the mother of Constantine the Great, 
while her son was residing there as Governor 
of the western portion of the Roman 
Empire. The faithful claim that many 
startling miracles have been wrought during 
former expositions of the garment. Treves 
was founded by the Emperor Augustus, and 
is the oldest city in Germany. It is a pictur- 
esque and historic old town. 


CHURCH STATISTICS. 


CATHOLIC CONGREGATIONS IN THE UNITED 
STATES—COMPARATIVE FIGURES. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Census Office to- 
day issued a bulletin devoted to statistics of 
churches representing all the Catholic bodies 
which have congregations in the United 
states. There are seven of these commun- 
ons, embracing the Roman Catholic, the 
Greek Catholic (Unionists), in union with 
the Holy See; the Russian Orthodox, 
the Greek Orthodox. the Armenian, 
the old Catholic and the Reformed 
Catholic Church. The Roman Catholic 
Church has congregations in evers State and 
territory in the Union including Alaska and 
the District of Columbia. The United Greek 
Catholics are represented in Pennsylvania, 
lilinois, New Jersey and Minnesota, the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Greek Church in California 
aud Alaska, the Orthodox Church of Greece 
in Louisiana, the Armenian in Massachusetts, 
New York and Rhode Island; the Old Catho- 
lics in Wisconsin, the Reformed Catholics in 
New york, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin. 

The Roman Catholic Church is divided into 
13 provinces, which embraces 13 arch dio- 
ceses, 66 dioceses, 5 vicarates apostolic and 
1 prefecture apostolic. It has 10, 221 organ- 
izations or congregations of which 1,493 or 
14.4 per cent meet in halis, school-houses and 
public places. The church owns 8,765 houses 
of worship, including cathedrals, churches 
and chapels valued at $118,381,516. It hasa 
total of 6,250,045 communicants of whom one- 
half are found in the dioceses of the five 
States of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois and Ohio. he 
arch-diocese of New York, comprising the 
counties of New York, Westches- 
ter, Putnam, Ulster, Sullivan, buch- 
ess, Orange, Rockland, Clin- 
ton and Richmond, has 472,806 communicants 
with the property valued at $8,992,525. The 
arch-diocese of Boston, embracing the coun- 
ties of Essex, Middlesex, Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Plymouth,comes next in number of commun- 
icants, reporting 419,660, with church prop- 
erty valued at $6,379,078, and that of Chicago, 
including Oook and seventeen other counties, 
is third, with 326,640 communicants, and 
church property valued at $6,457,064. 

NUMBER OF COMMUNICANTS. 

The total number of communicants is 6,250,- 
045 who are attached to 10 221 organizations, 
churches, chapels and stations, making an 
average of 611 communicants to each congre- 
gation. Of the 10,221 organizations 1,469, or 
about 14.4 per cent worship in halls, school- 
houses or private houses which, exclusive of

The Forest Park Zoo Will Probably Ma- 
terialise This Week. 

Visitors to Forest Park next Sunday will in 
all likelihood find a new pleasure added to 
that they have heretofore derived from their 
Sunday afternoon jaunts to St. Louis’ great 
breathing place. In addition to the Park 
proper, the shade, the drives, the wide sweep 
of grassy lawns, the statuary, the lake, the 
bridges and all the other well known attrac- 
tions, they will find the one thing hitherto 
lacking on the scene, the picturesque 
presence of rare and valuable ani- 
mals from many different quarters of 
the world. Inthe park paddock there will 
be anew charm for the eye, a source of 
great additional interest and instruction to 
the student of natural history, and a com- 
pleting feature of Forest Park as a pleasure 
ground that cannot fail to win popular favor 
from the start. This addition tothe charms 
of Forest Park will arise from the presence of 
the animals donated tothe park by the man- 
agement of the Fair Grounds Association. 

A SIGNIFICANT EVENT. 

Their first appearance in Forest Park will 
be a significant event, It will mark the be- 
ginning of what will hereafter be known as 
the St. Louis Public Zoological Garden. 
Mayor Noonan saw the importance and the 
need of such an addition to the city’s greatest 
park some months ago, when he first spoke 
of the probability of the city’s falling heir to 
the goological collection owned by the 
Fair Grounds Association. Recogniz- 
ing that need, he was quick to 
grasp the opportunity presented by the Fair 
Ground Association’s recent determination 
to dispose of the animals at public sale, and 
he at once went to work to secure the ani 
mals most desirable at present for Forest 
Park.

Capen, President of the Lindell Rallway Co.; 
City Counselor Marshall, Park Commissioner 
Fechter and Mayor Noonan comprised the 
list of those present at the meeting. It 
lasted just half an hour, and at its close the 
Mayor had carried his point and a public 
zoological garden was assured to St. Louis. 
The Fair Grounds Association had gladly 
promised to donate to the city the animals 
selected from the advertised list of the sale

MAYOR NOONAN TALKS. 

The Fair Grounds people have promised us 
any animal we asked for from their collec- 
tion, said Mayor Noonan yesterday, and 
their gift to the city was a most generous one. 
We did not want any of the carnivorous 
animals, such as the lions, tigers, 
leopards, etc. The city is not prepared to 
take charge of those. Their possession would 
necessitate the building of expensive houses 
and cages, the employment of a trained staff 
of keepers, anda steady expense for feeding 
which the city is not ready to assume. Be- 
sides that, I don't think the ferocious anl- 
mals that have to be kept behind 
iron bars would prove nearly as 
great an attraction in the park 
as will those ruminating animals which can 
be allowed their freedom within such an in- 
closure asthe park paddock. Such animals 
are always in full view of visitors, they move 
about over the ground ‘allotted them, and 
they are all picturesque in appearance. You 
will find that visitors will at once appreciate 
such an addition to the attractions 
of the park, and as , their main- 
tenance means but very little 
expense to the city, I was determined that

But in this letter, unfinished because of his 
death wound, Goodwin calls some woman 
his wife over and over again, and in that last 
interrupted sentence he writes of that ni“ ne 
home with our dear babies. 

They say she is the wife of another man out 
West; that she was going to get a divorce, 
and that he was going to marry her after- 
ward. Perhaps so. But a‘ter all it sounds 
very much like the letter a man writes to his 
wife. It is a letter of penitence also. Itis 
as follows: 

THE LETTER. 
SuNDAY, Aug. 2, 1891. 
My Own Precious, Darling Wife: 

I never sat down to write you with my heart so full 

of tenderness, sympathy and love as to-night.

You 
know why I did not, dearest, for I have already 
written you at length, and by degrees we want to 
drop the subject and leave ail behind us. 

It was not at once, dear, that 1 ped the situa- 
tion. I could not appreciate at first the true state 
of your feelings, bub soon I did, and then came my 
agony. Ali the time I thought of you nestled in that 
little home with our dear babies around you, fixed of 
purpose, confident, unswerving— 

The shooting grew out of Goodwin’s atten - 
tions to the wife of Webster, who also lived 
in the Percival flats. Mrs. Webster protests 
that she is innocent of the cause of Good- 
win’s death, but those who know the actors 
inthe affair say that Mrs. Webster protests 
too much. She says she is Webster’s wife. 
Others laugh incredulously. They say she 
was fond of Goodwin, and that he bestowed 
much attention upon her, This made Web- 
ster jealous. 

WEBSTER’S HISTORY. 

Webster is known among sporting men. He 
is apout 30 years old and slender. He has 
shifty, weak eyes, a blonde mustache and a 
scar across his forehead. He got it in a fight. 
Bookmaker Hollingshead said yesterday that 
Webster had a string of ten or eleven horses. 
Two of them were to run at Brighton yester- 
day. Hollingshead says that Webster is the 
owner of Abi, who won at Saratoga on Sat- 
urday with 100 to 1 against him. Webster 
issaid to have won a pot of money on the 
race. 

Mrs. Webster said yesterday that her hus- 
band only owned four horses. She knew one 
of them had won at Saratoga on Saturday. 

Webster got drunk on Saturday to celebrate 
the winning, and he kept inthat condition ail 
day Sunday. The police theory is that he be- 
gan to brood over his wife’s conduct, and 
came to the conclusion that Goodwin must 
suffer. The police do not believe that Mrs. 
Webster has told all that happened in the 
flat Oe fore the shooting. 

Goodwin has been known asa man about 
town fora number of years. He was about 
85 years old, He had a fine physique and wore 
a yellow beard. For thirteen years he has 
been employed by the cloth commission firm 
ot Rufus Frost & Oo. at No. 24 White street. It 
is believed that he was a member of the firm. 
Mr. Frost will say nothing about it, and he 
bas forbidden his employes to tak about 
Goodwin. 

The dead man lived luxuriously. His apart- 
ments in the Percival are lavishly furnished. 
Only they suggest a woman more than a 
bachelor. There are many pictures and books, 
while totlet and fancy articles abound. His 
rooms are the most expensive in the Percival. 

THE WOMAN IN THE CASE. 

Mrs. Webster, who was the cause of the 
shooting, has a history. She is now about 25 
years old. 

Ten years ago she is remembered as the 
prettiest child-woman who walked on Broad- 
way. Her hair was a bright yellow and she 
had glorious eyes. Then she was like a sprite, 
Then she was Eveline Green. She lived with 
an aunt in Forty -fifth street, near Broadway.

The New Papal Envoy to Unite Church 
and Republic. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THE MISSION 
WITH WHICH HE IS CHARGED. 


A Sketch of Mgr. Ferrati and His Diplo- 
matic Career—Mgr. Fava, Bishop of 
Grenoble—He Has Made a Sensation by 
Advising All Priests to Become Re- 
publicans—His Reasons. 


Special Cor. of SUNDAY PosT-DisPégen, 

Parts, Aug. 1. 1891.—The new Papal Nuncio, 
Mer. Ferrata, escorted by dragoons and a 
numerous suite of Government Officials in 
brilliant uniforms, has presented to the Presi- 
dent of the Republic credentials as represen- 
tative of His Holiness in France. 

This was more than the ordinary reception 
ofan’ ambassador, for the arrival of Mgr. 
Ferrata may be the signal fora union between 
Church and State. In other words the mis- 
sion of the nuncio in France will be to induce 
the French clergy to rally for the Republic. 

Since the third Republicthe French clergy 
have been with the Monarchists, conse- 
quently against Republicans. Atevery elec- 
tion clericalinfluence has been brought to 
bear in favor of the monarchical candidate. 
Republicans have allied themselves with 
Free Masonsand Free Thinkers, but when 
Cardinal Lavigerie found that the Catholics 
were always worsted inevery battle he de- 
cided there was no better policy than to unite 
with the Republic. His ideas were fully ex- 
plained to Leo XIII., and the Holy Father so 
much approved of the Cardinal’s plan that 
he sent Mer. Ferrata to France as peace- 
maker. Tothe French Ambassador at the 
Vatican, Leo XIII. said: 

„give you the best I have, and tothe 
nuncio himself the Pope added: 

Neglect nothing that may be the means of 
uniting the Church with the Republic.’’ Thus 
Mgr. Ferrata will be not only the political 
confidant of Pope Leo XIII., but the reflection 


of the Holy Father’s thoughts and wishes.] 


He comes to Paris sure of the Pope and su 
of himself. 

Mgr. Ferrata is very popular with bishops 
and clergy, for when his name was pro- 


posed not one votce objected to his appoint- 
mentasa papal nuncio. From all quarters 
His Holiness received letters begging that 
Mgr. Ferrata besent to Paris, because he 
alone could bring about a reconciliation. But 
the universal esteem in which Mgr. Ferrata 
is held proves his independence, his loyaity. 
He knows only one master, Leo XIII., whom 
he admires; one cause, the papacy, and tbis 
he serves so faithfully that his efforts are al- 
ways crowned with success. 

Concerning his piety Mgr. Ferrata makes 
no affectation; when, in 1885, he was obliged 
to reguiate questions of the church in 
Switzerland the Federal Council, under- 
Standing nothing of fasting, invited Mer. 
Ferrata to dinner Saturday in Lent. The 
Catholics were much excited, but Mgr. Fer- 
rata made no observations, went to the din- 
ner and fascinated those present to such an 
extent by his wit and learning his hosts did 
not discover that almost every course was 
refused by their Catholic guest. 

Mgr. Ferrata is only 44 years old, but his 
diplomatic career has been most interesting. 
During twelve years he has been in Paris, 
Berne, Brussels, Rome andagain in Paris— 
for this will be Mgr. Ferrata’s third appoint- 
mentin Paris. He came first as ablegat, 
then as secretary when Mgr. Czaeki was Nun- 
cio. Intransigeants were very much sur- 
prised to know that Ferrata, in his attempts 
to make peace between church and state, be- 
came very friendly with Gambetta. 

This work in Belgium placed Mgr. Ferrati 
inthe first rank of diplomats. In 1879, the 
Liberal Belgian Government had suspended 
all relations with Rome, and the Nurcio, 
Mgr. Vanutelli, had been obliged to leave 
Brussels in order to make peace. He found 
Belgium divided, agitated, the several par- 
ties smothering their anger,everywhere great 
danger for the Catholic Church. Four years 
passed and Mgr. Ferrata left Brussels in a 
Hlaze of glory; the country was pacined, the 
Catholics united and the Kinginspired with 
better sentiments. One evening a Liberal was 
introduced to the Nuncio and, in the course 
of conversation, remarked: 

As a Radical, lam an enemy of all Papal 
envoys, but if I ever bow before a representa- 
tive of the Pope, it will be before Mgr. Fer- 
rata, who has not only a great mind, but an. 
elevated soul. 

It was at the request of the Liberals that 
the King gave Mgr. Ferrata the grand cordon 
of his order, and soon after he left Brussels, 
the nuncio was made Archbishop in partibus 
of Thessalonica. 

Mgr. Ferrata will find that the way has 
been prepared for him in France by Mgr. 
Fava, Bishop of Grenoble. Mgr. Fava is 
about 65 years old and of athletic stature. 
For sixteen years he has governed the dio- 
cese of Grenoble, and the Bishop has all the 
courtesy and affability peculiar to his native 
province, Picardy. Mgr. Fava’s eyes would 
seem cold were not their expression softened 
by the sweetest of smiles. e is handsome; 
but one forgets his physical beauty when ad- 
— his goodness, his love of justice, his 
holy life. The people have always looke@™ 
upon Mgr. Favaasa political struggler, be- 
cause he has shown much courage in his bat 
tles with the enemies of the church, and his 
iriends have always Known that in French 
episcopacy Mgr. Fava was @ shining light. 
Many incidents are related to prove this 
Bishop’s independence. Among them is this 
one: ‘ 

A candidate for Parliament visited Mer. 
Fava and said:; 

„J hope that Your Grandeur will order 
priests to make a serious royalist propa- 
ganda.’’ 

‘*I shall never mingle my priests with poli- 
tical struggles.’’ 

In that case the belfry fthat Iam building 
in my parish will never be terminated.’’ 

»I prefer that inthe churches of my dio- 
cese belfries be not sohigh and the souls of 
my priests much more elevated. 

48 Fava has caused great sensation re- 
cently by writing a letter to the priests of 
nis dſocese, in which he advises them to be- 
come republican. He says that a revolution 
ary spirit can animate monarchies as well as 
republics, and that a Christian who has but 
one alm— the establishment of Christ's reign 
on the earth —con triumph in a republican as 
in a monarchical country. 

In reality, gr. Fava has established a 
Catholic party, and to those who make objec- 
tions, he says: 

It is the Catholic party that conquered 
Bismarck; itis the Catnolic party that tri- 
umphed over the Masonic party of Belgium; 
it is the Catholic party that sustains Irelan 
in her struggle against Protestant England. 

As a result of Mgr. Fava’s labors it is 
—— — that in less than three months 
each bishopric in France will possess an elec- 
toral office, in addition to its other offices. 
And the Republic is very calm; no opposition 
is made, because this plan is perfec legal, 
and were the contrary true there is no meth- 
od for 2 a syndicate of priests. 
But, howis the vernment able to unite 
with the Catholics unless all the laws that 
gave it power be destroyed? What will be 
done with educational laws, the expulsion of 
Jesuits and other congregations, etc. ? 

Cardinal Ram polla’s letter to Mer. Ferrata 
is very explicit: 

»The Catholic Church, whose divine mis- 
sion embraces all times and 2 has noth- 
ing either in its constitution or doctrines 
that objects to any form of government, for 
all gove ntscan offer and maintain ex- 
cellent conditions of society, if they be ad- 
ministered with justice and prudence. 

Cardinal Rampolla also says: 

»The Catholic cause must be separated 
from the political cause of ancient parties: 
in other words, it must adhere purely and 
simply to the Republic, otherwise we shall

St. Louis is going to have a new High School 
building, $200,000,-the estimated cost of the 
structure, having already been appropriated 
by the Board of President and Directors of 
Public Schools to defray the cost of the im- 
provement. Itistobeerected on the East 
line of Grand avenue, south of Finney avenue 


a short distance north of Vande- 
venter Place. The position is central 
and in the populous section of the first-class 
residence district. The site has been marked 
for several years by immense stone founda- 
tions prepared al ong time ago for a build 
ing, the plans for which were abandoned for 
the reason that they were unsuited to the 
purpose. Under direction of the Board of 
Public Schools, Furlong & Brown have pre- 
pared the design herewith presented, 


and bids for carrying out 
the details of the building 
plan are to be opened to-morrow. The work 
will be commenced soon as possible. The 
perspective suggests a building far superior 
to the original design and equally as large. 
It contemplates the utilization of the present 
foundations with some slight changes that 
area decided improvement, while at the 
same time affording more floor space than 
was provided in the first drawings. 

The front facade of the building will be 300 
feet in length and the Structure will have a 
width of 147 feet. Brick with ornamentations 
of red sand stone willform the outer walls, 
the front and two towers to be faced with the 
stone upto the height of the second story. 
For light and ventilation there is to be an in- 


terior court the area of which will be 45x138 
feet. Under this vacant space will be located 
the boiler and fuel rooms. In the basement 
will be granitoid floors, separate wash 
rooms being at the north and 
south ends while the remaining 
available underground space is to be utliized 
for manual training rooms. Elevators are to 
be run from the basement to the fourth floor. 
The main entrances, as shown in the cut, are 
through massive arched passages sur- 
mounted by a high pitched gable, a combina- 
tion of the Romanesque and Gothic styles of 
architecture which characterizes the whole 
exterior of the buliding. In the first 
story will be the reception halls, with 
mosaic floors and marble wainscoting. 
The main staircase will be constructed of

iron, with steps of marble from bottom to 
top. All the halls ana corridors, to make 
them as nearly fire-proofas possible, will be 
fioored with granitoid carried on paneled 
arches. The assembly room will have an 
area of 79x84 feet, with a seating capacity, in- 
cluding the gallery, for 1,400 persons. Ten 
class rooms, 20x21 feet, two recitation 
rooms, 29x34 feet, two study halls, 41x61 feet, 
and several wardrobes will also be located on 
the first floor.

Quaint Description of the Rock-Bound 
Republic of Andorre—A Revolution in 
Store for Its Easy-Going Inhabitants— 
Why the Casino Was Removed. 


Special Cor. of SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcn. Copyright. 
Pants, July 30.—The downfall of the Casino 
of Monte Carlo will bring about a revolution 
in the quiet affairsof that most inacces- 


sible place in Europe, peaked and cragged 
Andorre. The most famous gambling resort 
of the world is to be transplanted to the soil 
of the little Republic by the relatives of 
cols Blanc, who thirty years ago be- 
came the owner of the Casino of Monaco. The 
Prince of Monaco refused to renew the privi- 
lege under which the games were carried on, 
and finding that anew field must be found 
for their operations the syndicate who suc- 
ceeded Francois Blanc set their eyes upon 
little / ndorre. 
The three magnates formed a new in- 
corporation, under the title of the 
Cercle des Etrangers d’Andorre (Strang- 
ers Club of Andorre). They have 
capitalized it at 50,000,000 francs, and it is 
said that all they offered for general sub- 
scription, 20,000,000 francs, was gobbled up 
at a premium in a few days by Parisian 
rastaquoueres and fast speculators on the 
Bourse. 
The plans contemplate the erection of a 
Casino with theaterand all other buildings 
as at Monte Carlo, and in addition a mam- 
moth hotel. They are to be located at 
Escaldes, a hot sulphur bath in the Andorran 
Territory near Andorre, the principal village 
and seat of government. The construction 
of from fifty toa hundred miles of post road 
is an immediate necessity, and an extensive 
fast diligence service must be established. A 
railway is ultimately contemplated from 
Foix or some other convenient point now 
reached by rail, to the village of Andorre, a 
distance of probably forty miles. 

THE ROCK-BOUND REPUBLIC. 

Perhaps nothing will serve better than this 
very matter of travel and transportation to 
illustrate the condition of this little State. 
The place is approached by a road from Foix, 
where the railway ends, as far as Hospitalet, 
one of the most miserable villages in the 
world and the last point on the French 
frontier. Thence all travel is on foot or else 
on the mule back. There is no road, nothing 
that a wheeled vehicle could move on, justa 
mere mountain path, passing over ledges, 
sinking into valleys and winding around 
slopes and precipices, never affording space 
for two travelers toride abreast. The jour- 
ney cannot be performed in less than two 
days without hardship. Hospitalet is a mis- 
erable place to break it. There is practically 
no accommodation. On the other hand 
Canillo, the first place of any sise in Andorre, 
is more than half way, and the road to itis 
long and wearisome. 

On leaving Hospitalet, one rides up a wild 
gorge to the French customs station on the 
border, then the path winds up the side of a 
mountain by a steep and stony track. The 
mountain sides have nota tree nor a shrub 
to break their desolation. About two hours 
and a half of good riding lands the traveler at 
Pourtailles, another wretched village. There 
are no forests yet, Dut plenty of pasturageJin 
the valleys. The whole elevation of the coun- 
try is from 5,000 to 6,000 feet above the sea 
level, or higher than any mountains in New 
York State, while the peaks often reach 8,000 
feet. As you ride along you have a splendid 
view of Mount Rialp, often snow-clad, and 
presently you reach Canillo, a village of 500 
inhabitants, where very indifferent sleeping 
arrangements may be made fora night. The 
second day’s ride is through a more genial 
country, and leads through Escaldas to An- 
dorre. 

So narrow and difficult is the access to the 
valleys of Andorre that it would give the 
military power of Frapce no small trouble to 
effect their conquest. The territory is self- 
sustaining and every man among its 7,000 in- 
habitants is a brave and hardy mountaineer 
anda practiced sharpshooter. They all have 
guns, too, though some of them are chiefly 
valuable as antiquities. Napoleon I. pfrob- 
ably recognized the strength of the little re- 
public, for instead of invading it, he made a 
treaty in 1805 confirming all the liberties con- 
veyed in Charlemagne’s charter of 778. 

BACKED BY A BISHOP. 

The State, like Monaco, owes a feudal al- 
legiance to the government of France, which 
is shared, however by the Bishop of Urgel in 
Spain. The sovereignty of the two powers is 
joimt and equal in every way, and in the Ca 
sino matter the Bishop, who is one of the 
poorest prelates in existence, is relied upon 
to uphold the gamblers against the influence 
of France. It will be worth his while to do 
this for the sake of the enormous income he 
will derive from his share of the profits, for 
he is counted very much in the deal. All he 
gets from his sovereignty at present is some 
450 francs a year, while the tribute to France 
is about 950 francs. 

The territory of Andorre is about 160 square 
milesand cannot, therefore, be much over 
twelve miles in length and breadth. It is 
rather on the French side of the Pyrenees, 
and at short distances from it in all directions 
are such famous resorts as Bigorre, Luchon, 
A and Perpignan. It is strange it has been 
so little invaded by ‘tourists or speculators; 
but as a matter of fact it remains almost un- 
known tothe rest of the world and itself 
ignorant of the world toan incredible degree. 
The people are of the same race as the Cata- 
lans, and their language is of the same 
family; it is so peculiar, however, as to be 
regarded rather as a distinct language than a 
Gialect. The principal wealth of the country 
is in goats, sheep and cattle, which find good 
pasture on the mountain sides. There is suf. 
ficient agriculture for the needs of the popu- 
lation. The mountains are rich in iron ore 
and for a few years the people have been 
working it in a primitive way with little

I aid not see the telegram concerning 
myself printed in the morning papers, but it 
made no difference tome. I enlisted under 
my own name, and if my folks failed to find 
it out it is because they failed to inquire. 

‘‘How old are you?’’ here interrupted the 
Ma ſor.

Were you not passed for ten days by the 
Surgeon?’’ 

No, sir, I was passed for one dar. 

Why?“ 

„Because I had a rash at the time caused 
by the excessive heat on the cars.

WAS A MILITIAMAN. 

„Oh, I was Sergeant Maojr in the Fifth 
Maryland Infantry, the crack military or- 
ganization in the South, and passed my ex- 
amination for a first lieutenancy, but did not 
take the rank.

LENA BARTH'S LOVERS. 


New Facts Coming Out inthe Unfortunate 
Young Suicide’s Story. 

On Wednesday last Lena Barth, the pretty 
daughter of Henry Barth of 8307 South Seventh 
street, died from the effects ofa self-admin- 
istered dose of arsenic, after suffering for 
over thirty-six hours. Briefly, the facts as 


developed during the coroner’s inquest were 
that the girl had been N —— to death by 
scurrilous anonymous letters and rumors 
had connected the name of Wm. Heintz, a 
Broadway line conauctor, with the writing 
of the letters. 

Now comes the sequel. Heintz and Frank 
Myers, a gripman on the Broadway Cable 
line called at the Post-Disratcu and claimed 
that Hetntz had been misrepresented.- He 
said that the real cause of the girl’s death 
was chagrin over the report that her former 
lover, one Michael Bagiey, was about to be 
married. A re er immediately called at 
the home o the Barths and saw 
Mrs. Barth mother of Lena. Mrs. 
Barth, while unwillin that anything 
more should be published a t the case, ad- 
mitted that Lena had, ‘four years ago, be- 
come acquainted with Michael Bagley, a 
molder employed by the Missouri Carwheel 
Co., at Trudeau and Bismarck streets. Bag- 
ley is an Irishman and makes good wages. He 
fell in love with Lena, and the result was a 
child which, however, did not live. Lena 
appears to have got over her attachment for 
Bagley, for the mother says that recently, 
when it was reported that Bagley was about 
to marry another girl, friends asked Lena 
why she did not make him marry her, 
and she replied that she did not want him, 
and only noped that the other girl would be 
happy. The mother also said that Bagiey fre- 
quentiy visited Lena, and that not long — 
he said, in the hearing of the family: Well 
Lena, I’m going to turn over a new leaf an 
save my money and marry you,’’ to which 
the girireplied: ‘‘I would hang myself be- 
fore I would mairy you. 

Nevertheless,the girl was engaged to marry 
Bagiey for several years, but, as her mother 
puts it, he put offthe ceremony from sprin 
to fall and fall to spring, on the score of n 
having money enough to furnish a home. 

The mother said yesterday that subsequent 
to the Bagley attachment Miss Barth 
infatuated with Myers, the gripman, but that 
that affair had been off for some time. My- 
ers, she said, ingratiated himself through 
censuring the conduct of Heintz. 

Mrs. Barth insists that Bagley’s behavior 
had nothing to do with her daughter’s de- 
spondency, and that the conduct of the 
neighbors was solely responsibie therefor. 

Bagley is an Irishman about years of age. 

t first he denied any intimacy with the dead 
girl, but when told that the mother had di- 
vulged the story he asserted that he was 
certain Lena did not want to marry him, 
for the reason that she had refused to marry 
him. He denied, moreover, that he was 
about to be married, and said that he had 
but just returned to town after an absence of 
several months. He said that“ Lena had 
spoken of the taunts and gossip of the neigh- 
bors and the receipt of insulting letters and 
valentines, but that, as he was not of the 
family, he had never interfered.

To Be Held in 1893 in the Interest of 
Liberty and Free Institutions. 


One of the most interesting movements of 
the age is that whichis now taking form in 
the hands of the Committee of Two Hundred, 
representative citizens of the United States, 
acting under the name Of the Pan Republic 
Coa General Com Its first meet- 
ing, held in New York on s last, divided 
its work and placed it in the hands of several 
sub- „ The one having the all- 
important work of the plan and scope in hand 
has just prepared a report setting torth the 
name, object and scope of the association. 

A conference is to sit during the 
time of the Colum Exhibition of 1993, but 

to have no necessary connection with the 
fair. This conference is to be called the Pan 
1 Congress and will consist of two 
les. One ll be composed of delegates 
ernments of the various 
the world on the basis of one 
egate-at-large from each republic and one 
legate for every 3,000,000 of its citizens and 
for every fraction thereof exceeding one-half 
that number. 

The other body shall be composed of dele- 

tes from organizations in sympathy with 

6% institutions, and of representatives from 
nations other than 45 Ss. 

The general scope of the proposed congress 
shall be the consideration of the interests of 
free institutions and the best means of pro- 
moting the same among the nations. 

Among the questions to be considered by 
the congress are: 

1. Such questions of constitutional and ad- 
ministrative — among the nations as 
may be deem promotive of the interests of 
public liberty, the rights of citizenship and 
the maintenance and extension of free in- 
stitutions.
